339,040 pci'fious marrieit, 61:, 391 children were born alive, 421,097 
peraons died, and were regislored; eo that i,%6i,f,2^ names have been 
added to tbe list^ of those alreadr on tlie publio registers. 

The natural increase of population by the t-xcess of births over deaths 
waa 191,394, and probably 8till more, a^ all the births are not registered 
la the prescut state of the law. 

The immigrations from Scotland, Ii-oland, aud foreign parts have added 
a certain number of persons to the popuhttion ; >vhile by emigration an 
equal, or perhaps a greater, number lias been removed. The ascertained 
English emigrants from the ports of the United Eingdora amounted to 
61,915, the Scotch to 22,605, the Irish to 192,609, the Foreigners to 
J 1,^59; and the nativity of 10,349 emigrants was undetermined.* Of the 
61,915 EngUsh emigrants, 32,163 sailed tu the Australian colonies, 
26,496 to the United Slates, and 4194 ouly to our nourishing North 
American Colonies, where the eoil and climate are adapted to develope 
aJl the vigour of the British race, which suffers in &o many ways from 
the insalubrity of the Southern States of North America.

Of the marriages in the established church one in 6-7 is by 
licence. The m.irriages in the Roman catholic chapels arc rapidly in- 
creasing ; the number in 1S44 was 2380, in 1849 it was 4199, and in 
1853 it reached to 8375. The marriages in the registered places of other 
Christian denominations increased in the same period from 6184 to 
10,149. '^^'^ marriages in the offices of the Superintendent Registrars 
were 3064 in 1841; 3446 in 1844; 6813 in 1851 ; and 71598 in 1853. 
68 marriages were performed according to the forms of the Quakers ; 38S 
according to the Jewish rites. The Quakers appear to be stationary, the 
Jews to bo rapidly increasing, in England : the marriages of the Jews 
have doubled since 1841. (Table III.) 

Marriages {^ Minors. — 9131 men and 29,119 women married under the 
aga of ar years; of men the proportion who married under age was .^"55, 
of women I'^'fiin 100. The proportion of eariy marriages is rapidly 
increasing ; thus 4'38 of 100 men who married in 1841, and $■ ^$ of 100 
men who married in 1853, were minort; and out of the same number of 
women who married 13' 39 were minors in 1841, and 17-76 in 1853. 

The age of marriage has considerable influence on the manners of 
femilies, as well as on the numbers, the characters, and the vigour of 
children ; and it iit curious to observe how widely the practice of different 
connties varies. Thus in Bedfordshire io'54 in 100 men, and 33 90 in

In 1 1 counties the minors 
exceeded the proportion of 30 in 100 vjomen married; namely in War- 
wick 3[, Bucks II, Northampton 22, Cambridge 12, Hertford 22, Eaaex 2a, 
Bedford 23, Durham 34, Huntingdon 35, Wc^t Riding 25, Stafford 28, 

Rt-marriages. — 11,358 widowers, and 14,758 widows married; 143, i6> 
bachelors, and 149,76a spinsters married in the year. Of 100 men married, 
14 bad been married before, of 100 women 9 had been previously married. 
The proportion of widowers re-married was greatest, (16) in Cheshire, 
ftod least (p) in Westmorland. The proportion of widows was greatest 
(i 1 ■ 14) in Berks, least (3 ■ j) in Rutland. 

Signatures of pertons married. — 49,983 husbands and 72,204 wivus, 
signed the marriage register with marks; 114,537 husbands and 92,31$ 
wives wrote their names. Thus 30*4 in 100 men, and 43*9 in 100 
women did not writ« their names. 

The proportion in 100 persons (or jo males and 50 females) was 40'3 
in 1841, and 37*2 in 1S53 ; so that the proportion of men and womea 
signing with marks has decreased i-i itli part in twelve years.

The system of instrurtion and the habits of ihe^ people must be very 
diflbrcnl from those of the people in the ten following English countieB, 
where inHtruclioii is at the lowest ebb : Cambridgeshire 60 ■ 6, Shropshire 
58-,^, Buckinghamshire 58-4, Norfolk .tlS-i. Essex .';7-5, Suffolk .56-5, 
Bedfordshire j_i' 7, Staffordshire 53 "8, Huntingdonshire ji '9, Hertford- 
shire 49 'fi. 

Thus in parts of England, the educaiional system of the country has 
been so narrowly bawd, and is so imperfect, that 5 in Un of the men who 
marry, cannot write their names. 

It may he here useful to inquire, of what value is this test ? as by some 
it has b«n misunderstood, and by others mis-stftted. 

164,^20 men, of whom about Jive-trpentAt were of the age 30-30, and 
the same number of women, of ^vhom Jtvu'sevcnths were also of the same 
age, and the rest yoonger or older, went through the various marriage 
ceremonies in the established churches, in the chapels of protestant dis- 
senters, ill the Homaii catholic chapels, in the meeting bouws of various 
kiods, and in the regiiicr offices. At the end of the ceremony the young 
husbaml and wife are invited lu all cases to sign the registiT book, in the 
presence of the officiating minister or the registrar ; they having the option, 
if ^<y cannot write, to sign by making a ntark against their names. 

The parlies are not asked whether in their own opinion they can or 
can not write, but are asked to write their names on an important occasion,

when on many accounts it is desirable that thoj should append their 
names, in their own handwriting, to a public register. The abstracts 
which have appeared in mj reports, show how manj men and how manj 
women under these circumstances do sign with marks. 

Two questions are raised on these signatures : Is the man or the woman 
who signs with a mark unable to write ? Arc the men or the women who 
write their names, able to write anything else r* Some men and women 
who can write imperfectly, do undoubtedly sign with marks. Upon the

other hand, some persons cftn writs their nunes, who cftnnot write & 
letter or keep an accouot in writing. The former class is perhaps the 
most numerous. Some of the 30 men, some of the 44 women, who sign 
with marks can write their names. Some of the 70 men and the 
j6 women who write their names, write little eke; and arc evidently 
unpractised writers, as their sigoatares are often almost illegible ; not tho 
flourishes of penmanship in which some men conceal the letters of their 
name, nor the undecipherable scrawl in which others write, but the 
uncouth, ill-formed letters of men and women who have never advanced 
at school beyond the fii-st rudiments.

Looking nt both adca of thf qncsiion, tho obviouii iDlerenco is, I bdicvo 
corrwti and we have p rail it-ally 49.983 joung mt'ti, nnd 72,204 young 
women unnble to write, out of 164,520 ol' each sex who marrie'l, and will 
be tho fathers and mothera of the nest gKuerution of English inon and 
English womon. 

Of these persons unable to write, it is known thttt large numbors are 
unable to rend. 

On tlio hypothesis; that tho numbers who can write in the ordinary 
sense of tlie word are understated or are overstated, tho test is still 
arailable for purposes of comparison ; as tlio timidity which prevents some 
men and women from writing their names, or tho vanity which prompts 
olhera to try who can scarcely put letters together, must be almost 
equally powerful in tho severul counties of England. Tlieae disturbing 
caoses leave the important fact uni^xplained, that in ttn counties from 
15 to »8 men, and in ton other counties from 39 to 50 men, in ioo, sign 
with marks when they are required to write their numes. 

The value of this teat is also questioned upon the ground that it is, in 
itself, no proof of education 1 and it must bo at, once admitted that at tlie 
utmost it shows only how many out of a given number can or cannot 
write. Many of the men and women who cannot now write, as in the 
days of old when barons and knights signed with marks, possess groat in- 
telligence and havo acquired many useful arts ; so thousands, on the other 
hand, who read and write, are ill educated, and know nothing of thase 
liberal arts and sciences which enlarge, refresh, and invigorate the mind 
as the sunshine and showers fertilize and adorn the Mil of England. 

Yet reading and writing are no unimportant acquirements. They are 
the gates of the temple of learning, and open at once access to many 
of its most deligbtlul courts, where the mind can range freely among 
the creations of man and the inspirations of God. They are useful 
to liim in hia business, and they facilitate in a wonderful and new way 
hia communicntiuns with his fellow men. What a striking diHcrenco 
would there bo between two nations, tho one consisting of people 
who could all when they niarrii-d read and write, tho other of people 
who could not read and write I The men of the latter nation would 
derive no advantage from the great discovery of printing, nor Irom 
the earlier and still greater discovery of the art of writing; that is, 
of transmitting the ideaj^ of man to man through the sense of sight as 
well as through the sense of hearing by the voice. They could only 
converse with their equals in ignorance and capacity in tlieir immediate 
neighbourhood ; while the men of the favoured nation, who could read and 
write, could call into their chamber at will some of the loftiest spirits 
of tho present and of past ages ; they could converse with the apostles 
and the prophets, with tho poets and the historians of their own country, 
in health and in sickness, in tho hours of joy and of sadnoss^ — in the "valley 
of the shadow of death " itself. 

One of these nations wo have still amongst us ; we see them in the 
unobtrusive figures of the marriage muster interspersed all over the land, 
in every county and parish, still in the dark, or receiving only feeble rays 
of the reflected light that irradiates our path. In the same year 613,391 
children were born. Under the present system a large proportion of 
these children, and of the children born year after year, will evidently 
grow up in some counties without receiving adequate instruction, unless 
eflbrts are made at once to extend education in the most benighted 
counties. Why should 61 in loo children in Lancashire and StaSbrdahire, 
56 in Bedfordshire, grow up into womanhood unable to write, when only 
1^ in 100 marry ignorant of this art in Surrey^extrii Moti-opolilaii) and in 
Westmorland ? 

This question can be easily, but very unsatisfactorily, answered by 
referring to the occupations of the children. The precise circumstances 
of the nation among ufl that cannot write should be asccctaiiitd, as. -(iftli. v^

tbe nunns we have nt our dtuposal for rendering them the ftid vhicli everj 
mm would be glad to render, w!io by the accident of birth or by aome 
other accident of nature ts able to write himself. It will probably be 
found that different agencies may be applicable in the northern, southern, 
and midland counties ; but it is already evident that the great work of 
tbe education of the whole people cannot be carried out until a system 
of schooU and colleges, easily accessible to all, becomes virtually one of 
the great institutions of the country. 

In fine, the arguments that the marriage registers supply in favonr of 
the extension of education cannot be set aside by a few stories about 
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joung girls, terrified in the presence of the clergyman, making marks 
when they are able to write their names. The marks of the men alone 
are conclusive. (Tables IV., V.)

In 
those counties the boys abotimled ; and in every county the number of 
boys exceeded the number of girls, liut in Nottingham and Dorset the 
excess of boya was less than i in 100, 

These proportions undergo considerable fluctuations from year to year ; 
ftnd, in conformity with mathcmaticat theory, the Huctuation in the propor- 
tions is j;reatest where the birtlia art! fewest in number. Thus in Rutland 
to too girls, 1 15 '4 boya were born in 18^0, and 94*8 boys in iB^i, tbt; 
year immediately following. It will bo seen whether, on an average of 
years, there is any great permanent difference in the proportion of boys 
bora in the counties.

411,097 persons died iu the year. 

The niorlftlity was at the rale of ai"33 in 1000 living; which la 
slightly above the average, si'.jS, of the 16 years 1838—33, or nearly 
I in 44 died, inslJ.-ail of i in 45. 
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The mortalitj of males was 23 * 79, of females 22*01 per 1000 in the year ; 
the average mortality of males, 23 * 19, being on an average i '62 in 1000 
more than the mortality of females, 21-57. 

The deaths of females were in the year to the deaths of males as 100 
to 104; while the rates of mortality were as 100 to 108. This difference 
is caused by the excess of females living in England over the number of 
males living. The latter numbers show that where 100 females die in 
England, out of a given number of females living, 108 males would die 
out of an equal number of males. (Tables X., XI.) 

The Table (XII.) shows the mortality of males and of females at 
twelve periods of life, in the ten years 1844-53. It will be observed, that 
the greater excess of mortality occurs in boys in the first five years of 
age, when out of 1000 living 72*75 die annually, while out of the same 
number of girls only 62*50 die ; in the next stage of life (age 5-10) 
out of the same numbers 9*12 boys, and 8*93 girls die. A change takes 
place, at the age 10-15, for then 5*16 boys and 5*40 girls die. The 
mortality of both sexes then increases, and the women up to the age of 
35 die in rather greater proportions than men. After the age of 45 the 
mortality of men is considerably higher than the mortality of women. 

In comparing the mortality of 1853, with the average at different ages 
it will be observed that the excess is most notable in childhood and 
old age. 

The deaths ^uctuated in the four quarters of the year from 1 18,1 19 in the 
winter quarter, to 92,201 in the summer quarter; or, putting 1000 deaths

The series of Tables that follow this Report (pp. 1-139), are the regular 
abstracts of some of the principal facts that appear invariably in my * 
reports. 

The second scries of Tables comprises one of the occasional abstracts 
and summaries of facts which I am only able to publish at intervals. 

Mortality op the 628 Districts op England. 

Id the ThirUeTith Report the number of people living in 1841 and in 
1 85 1, with the number of births and deaths in each of the ten years 
1 841 — 1 8 1)0, were printed, so as to show the natural and the enumerated 
increase of population in each district of England and Wales. From 
that extensive series of Returns a new set of Tables has been formed, 
showing the mortality and the density of the population of each district. 

The natural term of human life appears to bo a hundred years ; and 
out of the annual generations successively born in England and Wales a few 
solitary individuals attain that limiting age, the rest dropping off year by 
year as age advances ; so that the mean lifetime is at present only 41 
years. 

If every person born lived 100 years, and the annual births were equal 
year after year, the mortality would be at the annual rate of i in 100, or 
of 10 in 1000 ; and if every person lived 41 years, it is obvious that, the 
births being equal, the mortality would be at the rate of i death annually 
in 41 living, or rather more than 24 deaths in 1000 living. 

If the births constantly exceed the deaths in number, upon this 
hypothesis, the mortality remaining the same, although the mean duration 
of life remains 41 years, the mean mortality will bo below i in 41 — below 
24 in 1000. And the same proportion is true, though the lifetimes of 
individuals vary from o to 100 years: thus though tho mean lifetime is 
41, the births exceeding the deaths and increasing, the mortality in 
England and Wales is i in 45, or rather more than 22 annual deaths in 
1000 living. 

Upon referring to Table (XII.) it will be observed that the rate of 
mortality among children and among men and women of different ages» 
varies; so that the mortality (73 in 1000) of children under 5 years of 
age is at nearly three times the average rate of the whole population, 
while among boys and girls of the age (10-15), tho mortality is at the 
rate of j in 1000, or only one fourth or one fifth of the general rate ; and 
the mortality remains below the average until the age of 55, but becomes 
after that age much above the average. The population in which the 
annual number of births increases, contains an undue proportion of 
children, of youths, and of persons of middle age ; and the result is, 
that the rate of mortality is less than it would be if the population 
was in the proportions that would arise from an equal number of annual 
births. 

The deaths to 1000 living in different districts will, therefore, vary to 
some extent, according as the population is constituted of more or less of 
the children or adults at the ages that experience a relatively high or 
a low rate of mortality. 

But allowing for the circumstance that the annual deaths to loco living 
in England should be less than they would be if the births did not 
increase, the mortality of different districts varies with the different 
degrees of health in the population. 
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The series of results in llio Ubles (pp. 1+2-149J was Jeduced by dividiug 
the deaths in the ten years 184T-J0, by fen times the orithtnelical raeati of 
the population enumerated within the aevernl dislrieta in 1841 and iS^^t. 
In some districts the resulting mortality hy this method is slightly undi-r- 
gtat«d, hi others slightly ovvrstatcU. But the general ruaulta, deduced 
from such an extended aeries of returns, present a sutKriently correct view 
of the eiinitary stale of the vBrious parts uf England and Wales. 

Upon examining the tables it was found that in tlireu districts (Hath- 
btiiy and Gteitdale in Northumberland, Eatlboume in Sussejc.) the annual 
mortality was at thL> rate of 15 deaths in 1000 livinjc. 

The anuual rate of mortality was \6 in 1000 living in the fourt(<en 
following districts ; Holaworthy (Devon), Battle, Cucktield (Sussex), Bei- 
gnto (Surrey), Hallwhistle, East ham pstead, tiuisborougli, Boolle, t'hrist- 
obnrch, Hambledon, Okebampton, Garslang, Builth, and Steynin^. 

The annual mortality vnm at the rate of 17 in 1000 in llendon 
(comprising Harrow), Belford, Southwell, Dorking ; and in all forty-scvi'ii 
distriets. 

Upon goiug orer llif^iO dUtricta it will be found that the health and 
the circumstances of llie population by no means appranch any ideal 
standard of perfection. Nature, liowever, docs much for the inhahitantfl, 
Th6 freab air dilutes the emanations from their nuisances ; and infectious 
diseases are not easily transmitted from person to person in detached houses. 
Still the health of the people in those districts admits of improvement; 
and it may be assumed with certainty, that the mortality of tho English 
people, in very variable but generally fai'ourablo conditions, does not 
exceed 17 in 1000 deaths. 

The deaths of 17 persons in 1000 may therefore be considered, in oitr 
present imperfect state, natural deaths ; and all the deaths above that 
number may be referred to artiGcial causes. 

Thus it was shown in lay lust Report tUul licensed viclunlkrs, butelicre, 
miners, bakers, shoemakers, tailors, labourers, experience a much high(*r 
rate of mortality than farmers, Tho unhenlthy occupations of the people, 
therefore, contribute to raise tho annual mortality above the rate of 1 7 in 

Where the women are employed in any but domestic labour, they 
discharge the duties of mothers imperfectly, aod tho mortality of their 
children is high. The children in the mining districts, in the straw-phiit 
and lace districl4, and in the factory districts, suffer evidently from ilie 
wnnt of wise, assiduous maternal care. 

The marshes in low, ill-draiucd districts raise tho mortality above 
17 in J 000. Tims in Ely, Whittlesey, Wisbeach, and North Witchford, 
four thinly-peopted, marshy districts of Cambridgeshire round the Wash, 
the mortality was at the rato of 33, 25, 35, and 17 is tooo. The di.i- 
tricts on tho lower portions of the Thames suflfcr from marsh disease!?. 
All our dockyardf^, except Pembroke, ai^ on unhealthy sites. 

One of the greatest and most prevailing causes of ilUhcalth, and of 
the deaths in excess of 17 in looo, is tho condensation of people in lown^, 
without the requisite mechanical and chemical wrongemcnts for rorooving 
concentrated impurities, for supplying pure water, and for introducing 
through large streets free currents of pure air. To be beyond the reach 
of these causes this population must bo distributed on higher grounds, 
over wider spaces, on wliich the sun can shine and the breeses of heaven 
blow I proper sanitary arrangements must bo made ; and energetic means 
be adopted I0 obviate by art all iho artificial disadvantages of life in 
cities. As serious efforts are to be made to obtain the solution of this 
problem, on which the well-being, happiness, and vigour of many genera- 
tions of the English race depend, I have deemed it right to publiah at 
onco a rouglk general view of the sanitary slate of the country. The future 
returns will enable us to describe its changes, and I hope lo see nltimalcly 
brought to bear on it all the esactest methods of statistical inquiry. 
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It will greallv rttcililalo Minil.iry inqiiir)' it' a convenient Kcalo can be 
frnnied fur mensiiniig tbo do);reca of itaninge, nnd tlie losa of tif(s which 
each district siistuii^ rrom the various causae of insflhibrit.y. Tbo tDost 
accurxtf^ scale is eiipplied bv the Life Tabic t wbicb can only bo con- 
Btriictcid by cxpcmling a considcj-nblc ainonnl of labour on ihc relurns of 
fncb district. A much siinplci' sfalo is derivitt from the ratt.'^ of mortality. 
Thus the mortality in the districts of Eiiglanil rniigcd from 15, 16, and 
.7 to 36 ill 1000. 

If, as has 1>tuii proposed, 17 is taken as the point above which all the 
mortality i? cxcissive, 17 will bo the zero of this new sctilo : And in 
Knglanil Ihe scuk* will range up to 19 or ao degrees. There nro 87 dis- 
triel* cxperienclog one death iJi excess of 17 annually ; g6 have two 
deaths and iii have three deaths j and 18 have elevett or more destha 
in oxccss annually! Tiiese rceults can be traced in the annejied tablo (XV.) 
And it will bo observed that the mortxlity increases as the density of the 
popalalion, or the nearness of the i^-ople to each other, increases in each 
of the fourteen classes of cases except one. 

I bare, to fitciltlalc the comprehLMision nnd adoption of international 
measures, shown the number of hectares as well as the number of aertM to 
each person in Knglaud, aoil in the several counties (pp. 141—143). One 
column shows the annnul ratu of mortality in each county 1 another the 
excess in the number of deathf to ioqq living ; und the last column the 
txeeu in the numher of tltat/m over ihow that would have happened m 
the touutiei if ike morlality had been 17 in 1000. The continuation of 
the table shows the mortality and the excess of deaths in each district. 

It is a remarkable f'.tct that in England, the least nnhcallhy country in 
the world, the excess of deaths over those that would have happened if 
the standard uf 1 7 liad obtained univcrsallj-, was 846,044 in (en yewa ; bo 
that tbc excess in that time wns at the rata of 84,604 deaths in England 
annually. Tliis excess occurred in 560 districts, for in 64 districts the 
mortality was below or did not exceed this standard. The [leople of each 
district can read tlieir own sufferings and losses in the table ; and 1 trust 
that they will succeetl in future yearii in diminishing tbc fatal numbers.

lu foinu'i' reports* I Iiavo described tbo naturu and imporlant use of 
the indexi's pippari-d In this dopArlmont, by moaiis of wbloU the eniry of 
any regislri'od birth, denih, or marriflgo can bo gt-iitrally i-eliTrod lo, on 
the ineri: mention of tlie name, in a very short space of time, Tlieso 
indexes, which aiv aepHrately prepared for tlio birlhs, deatli^, and mar- 
riages rt'gislcrcd in pach quarter, rr-ceivo a yearly Addition of upwai'da of 
M5*i*''=' names; and at tlie end of the year 1854 tJiey c»iiiaiiicd the 
iiani)!» of 4,82a,4'54 persona miirried, of 9,198,376 childi'cn born, nod of 
6,631,108 persoim who died during the period of ijj^ years from istJuIy 
1837, "ben llio system of general registration coramenct'd. More than 
31,000,000 of the names of the immediate subjects of one or more of iho 
important events of birth, death, and marriage were ihus inscribed in tho 
indexes Co tlio i-egist<.-ra, which thus form a nominal list of no inconsider- 
nblc number of the people of P^ngland, living or deceased. 

The personal or family nomenclature of the inhabltaiibt of any country 
is a siibjecl of considerable interest. Mndi that is illustrative of their 
early condition, customs, and employments is often discoverable in the 
names which have been handed down to them from bvgone generations, 
and an investigation of tlie origin and charaek-r of these names will 
always alTord matu-r for curious speculation and useful inquiry. English 
surnames liave already to some extent engaged the atiention ut antiquaries 
and others, who liavo bi-ought to liglit mauy interesting facta on the 
Bulyect; but wvcral curious questions as to the number aud extension of 
particular surnames have never, owing doubtless to the want of a suffi- 
cient collociion of observations, been fully examined. As a contribution 
in aid of such inquiries, it may prove not uninteresting to notice here a 
few of the more obvious facts derived from iho indexes to tho registers, 
leaving the application of tbcnt to thuse whose tastes may lead them to 
follow up the subject. 

The most striking circumstance presented by tho indexes is the 
extraordinary uumber and variety of tbo surnames of the Evylitk people. 
Derived from almost every imaginable object, — from the names of places, 
from trades and employments, from persoual peculiarities, from the Chris- 
dun name of the father, from objects in the aaimnl and vegel«ble 
kingdoms, from things animate and inanimate, — their varied character 
is aa remarkable as their singularity is often striking. Some of the 
terms which swell the list aiv eo odd and oven ridiculous that it is 
difficult to assign any salisfuetory reason for their assumption iu the first 
instance as family names, unless indeed, as has been conjectured, tbey 
were nicknames or iohriquets, whicli neither Ibe first bearers nor their 
posterity could avoid. 

In Wales, however, the surnames, if suraamei they can be called, do 
not present the samu variety, most of them having been formed in a 
simple majmer from the L'hriaiian or fore-name of tho father in llie 
genitive case, ton being understood. Thus, Kvan's son became araai, 
John's son ^onea, &c. Others wero derived from the father's name 
coalesced with a for in of tho word ap or kab (son of), by which Hugh ap 
Howell became poweii, Evan ap llngb became nvO, and in like manner 
wore formed nearly all the Welsh surnames beginning with the letters 
B and P. Hereditary surnames were not in use even amongst the gentry 
of Wales until the time of Henry VIIL, nor were they generally estab- 
lished until a much later period ; indeed, at the present day they can 
scarcely be soid to be adopted amongst the lower classes in the wilder, 
districts, where, uf^ the marriage registers show, tho Christian name of the 
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futher Blill frequputlj- becomes the patronymic of the son in the manner 
just described." 

The probable number of surnamps in Englnnd and Wales has been the 
Batfject of conJpctunU cstimiiles basud on a small coIWtioii of facta. By 
the careful collaLion of ali the registration indexes il could be approxi* 
malcly ascertained ; for during a period of more lliaa aeTenleea years 
it is probable that ahnost every resident family contribuied to the re* 
gisters an entry of birth, death, or marriage. The t&ak of collating 
upwards of two hundred immenae iiuartsrly indexes would, howerer* 
iuvolve a vast amount of labour without any commensurate result ; more- 
over the number of names is constantly varying, owing, on the one hftadi 
to emigration, or to the extinction of families by death, and on tha 
other, 10 the introduction of fresh names by foreigners and immigraotfl, 
to the corruption of existing names always going on amongst the illiterate, 
and to various other circumstances. I have asecrtained the number of 
different surnames contained in one quarterly index of births, and in 
another of deaths ; the former selected with rcrereuco to the period of the 
last census, and the latter without premeditation. The following are tlie 
results ; —

According to these numbers, there were for every 100 of the births 
roistered about 16 different surnames, and for every 100 of the deaths 
about 18, reckoning every surname with .1 distinctive spelling, however 
slightly it may differ from others, as a setiariito surname. Taking tha 
two iudcKes together, and by a careful collation eliminating all duplicates^ 
the numbers stand thus : —

An alphabetical list of 31,818 surnames, the largest coUoction yet made, 
is thus obtained; and as this result is furnished by two quarterly indexei 
only, it may be assumed as a rough esiimnte that the uhole number ia 
England and Wales \i between thirti/-/ive and foHif tkoutand. It is 
important, however, to remember tbat the list inc^ludcs a large number 
derived from the same roots as others, commonly agreeing in sound, but 
differing in orthography often only to the extent of a single added or 
■ubstituted letter. By those trifling variations the number ia immensely 
increased. The name of cierit, for instance, is also commonly spelt cnavk 
and oiRTka, one and the same primary name (from clericua) being 
implied in the three forms; but three separate itt-ms necessarily appear 
in the list, for practically as turnamts they represent different and distinct 
persons and families. Again, the widely spread name of Smttu appears 
in family nomenclature also as Bmytb, Bmrttie, and even as 8niUtt>- Il is 
not usual, however, to regard these diverse forms as repn-senting one 
name only, nor would their bearers probably nil concur in admitting the 
common origin of the several variations. Until a comparatively recent 
period, an entire disregard of uniformity and precision in ilie mode of 
Bpelling family names prevailed, even amongst the educated classes, and 
many family Bibles and writings mi<:ht be adduced as evidence that this 
was apparently less the result of carelessness than of affectation or design. 
While the sound was in a great measure preserved, the number of different

The contribution of Wales to the niunber of surnames, aa may be 
inferred from what, has been already sla(«d, is very small in proportion ttt 
its population. Perhaps nine tciiihs of our countrymen in the princip&lit; 
could be mustci'cd under less than 100 different surnames* ; and white in 
England there is no rcdundAncy of surnames, there is obviously a paucity 
of diatiiictirc appcllativoa in Wales, wheru the frequency of such names 
as Jonas, 'wuuanu, Daviea, Bruu, and others, almost defeats the primary 
object of a name, which is to dislinguisli an individual from the mass. 
It is only by adding his occupation, place of abode, or some other special 
designation, that a particular pi^rson can be identified when spoken of, 
and confusion avoided in the ordinary nflairs of life. The name of 
>«taa jonea i$ a perpetual incognita) in Wales, and being proclaimed al 
the cross of a market town would indicate no one in particular. A 
partial remedy for this slate of things would perhaps be found in the 
adoption of a more extended range of Christian names, if the Welsh 
people could be induced to overcome their unwillingness to depart from 
ancient customs, so far as to forego thu use of the seripfural and other 
common names usually given to iheir children at baptism. 

From the circumstance of their common British origin it miglit be 
supposed that the Welsh people and the inhabitants of Cornwall would 
exhibit some analogous principles in the construction of their surnsmes ; 
such, liowever, is not the rase. The Cornish sumamos are mostly local, 
derived from words of Hrilish root, and they are often strikingly peculiar, 
A. large number have the prolix Tre, a town ; the words /'ol, a pool, 
i%n, A liead, Ros, a heath, and Lnn, a church, are also of frequent 
occurrence in Hucnames. The Corniwii family nomenclature differs so 
materially from that of the rest of England, that 1 have ihought it not 
uninteresiing to give a few specimens of it [see page xxviil). 

The local distribution of surnames is not the least interesting branch 
of this subject ; lor most persons will have remarked that every district 
of the country possesses some Bumftmea rarely met with anywhere els^ 
the origin of which must be sought for in circumstances peculiar lo the 
locality. To trace out the connection between the surnames and these 
circumstances is a task which may bo most advantageously undertaken 
by local inquirers ; and the indexes prepai'ed by each superintendent 
registrar, and preserved with the registers in his custody, would prove 
useful adjuncts in such investigations. 

White it is obvious that the original adoption of a particular surname 
was the result in most cases of arbitrary circumstances, — since JoIib 
>*ilt1f, instead of being called after bis occupation, might equally have 
chanced to become John Tatuwan from his lather's Christian name, or 
John waoa from the situation of his abode, or John Brown from his 
complexion, — it is curious to remark the predominance of certain names, 
which seem to have been adopted preferentially by Inrgc numbers of ibe 
people, or conferred upon them by others, and now prevail in every 
county of England. Do these common names Imld the same rank in 
point of numbers which they bad at first, or have some of them spread 
and multiplied more rapidly than others ? For instance, is the present 
predominance of the smitba amongst English surnames due to tlio original

Oni.' point, however, thi^ registration indexes enable us to de- 
termine ; tho pat titular names which have ulliiuatdy atlaiiied Iho sliwigoet 
hold on tlio people; luid also, with tolerable certainty, tlic relative 
numbers of ilie adhei-eats of each. 

Tlio suhjoineil hot (Table XVI,), of 50 of Uio most common surnnniGB 
in Engliuid and Wales is derived from 9 (iiiai-tcrly indexea nf liirths, 8 of 
deaths, and 8 of niurriai;c3 ; and although the inquiry niiglit have hevn 
extended nver n moiy; lengthened pei'io<i, it was found that the results 
wcro in general so constant n.9 lu render it furllicr investigation none' 
cessary. When arranged according to the numbers in oieh index, tha 
names apiK-ared ulmOGt always in the saine order, aud the variations, 
when they occurred, rarely affected the position of a name beyond one or 
two placet". These 10 namea embraced nearly 18 in every 100 of llie 
persons regisloied. The 3 names nt the head of the list, Bmltb, Jonas, 
aud ^vuutuaa, are, it will be observed, greatly in advance oi Ihe otlicrs ; 
and if the numbers may bo taken as an index of the whole population, it 
would appear that on an nTorage one person in every 28 would answer to 
one or other of these 3 names. 

Beganlcd with reference lo llieir origin (See Table XVII,), it see 
that of Ibe ,;o mo«t cumnion names more than half are derived from tha 
Christian or fort'-name of the father, and are thus literally <i>r-namoB or 
sirnatues. This Is the most primitive form of a second name, and it was 
extensively u$ed amongst the Anglo-Saxons as well as by other European

This claas of surnames is peculiariy instruutivc as illustrating the pursuits 
and customs of our forefathers ; many of them furnish (evidence of a stale 
of society impressed with the ehRracierii^tics of fcudul limes; and uot a 
few are derived from terms connected with the amusements of the chase 
and other field sports to which our ancestors were so ardently aitxehed. 
Widuly different would he a. national nomenclature derived from the 
leading occupations of the present day. The thousands employed in 
connexion with the great textile manufactures would take precedence 
even of the amiuui while the Tayion would give place to the shocmakera 
(now scarcely recognizable under the not common surnome of snt«r ivith 
its variations SoatMr, SowMr, Scc't-'), as well as to the ooHlera, tlie

The DDines used by the Anglo-SaxonB were remarkably benntiful and eipretsiie. 
The following are examples -.—Alfred, all-peace ; Edmund, a ipeaker of truth ; Godwin, 
bdovedof God; Lco/Win, wtQ-love; Bamdpht ftir-belp ; Raymiaid, quiet, peacei AtKia, 
winning all or all-beloved.

It is sometimeB useful, in tlctiling with an cjtlensive list of tiame», l»,l 
know tlio propoi'tioQftto numburs {.'otiimenciiig willi eA<;li letter of the \ 
alphabet. With such information, the names mny hv subJIvidcil, itucording 
to the initial Iclters, in groups, large or small, so as (o secure loU'r&bly 
equal numbors in each group. Tho experience of tiie department in ihitf J 
respect, derived from the registration indexes, is given in Table XX. 7 
It appears that the letter B ia iho moat fi-equent ioidnl of siirnainee j 
amongst us, comprising more thjin n teiilU of the whole. Next in numbor i 
are the surnames ranked under the letter H (9-5 per cent.) ; then those J 
under S, and W. (8'9 and 8'7 per cent-) Tiie vowels, which eater J 
largely into the words of tho English Inngunge from their occurrence in 1 
the prefixes ab, ae, ex, in, im, tm. Sec, are not extensively used ns th« * 
initial letlere of eurnaiuea ; and amongst the eonsunants N and K ara *• 
tho first letters of the fewest surnames, except X and Z As many words 
ia common nse, chietly of Anglo-Saxon origiti, luire been adopted us 
surnames, tho philologist may probably tritee some relation hctweco tho 
surnames and the words of the bnginige beginning with the same 
letters; but so large have been the adililious made to tho English 
vocabulary in modern timej, that such a connexion is by no means 
obvious in reference to the words now found in our dictionaries. 

Such ai'o a few of the principal results presented by the registration 
indexed. A more extended examination of ihe^c large collections of 
samamcs wonid doubtless develope other facts of equal interest. It ie to 
be hoped that the authorities of some of the eontinental slates, poasesaing 
similar sources of information, will be induced to make public sudi facta -■ 
aa may without much trouble be obtained. Being furnii«hed with tho , 
means of eumpnriaon, we shall be able to ascertain what affinities exist 
between our own surnames and thoao of other nations, and jierhnps to 
discover new i-elalions between different members of the great European 
family. 

As a matter of cuiioeity rather than of practical use, I have appended 
a list of some of the more singular names which have been met with in 
tho two quarterly indexes already referred to. This selection might bare 
been much enlarged; hut it will sutEco to show how very peculiar 
are some of the terms which have acquired a fixed position in our family 
nomenclature. , 

A Report, embodying the proposed plan of an amended Statistical 
Nosology, drawn up by Dr. Farr for tho consideration of the International 
Statistical Congress which met at Farb in September 1SJ5, is printed 
in the Appendix (p. 71). Tho suggested nomenclature of diseases was 
adopted by Uie Congress ; but with respect to the proposed mode of 
classifying them no decision was tlicn taken. I have deemed it unad- 
visable, therefore, to alter tlie form of classification which has been in 
uso for some years in this Department until Dr. Farr's labours and pro- 
posal, now brought before the public, have been further considered. 

Dr. Farr's attendance at the Stalialieal Congress was authorized by 
the Government, and he was requested to report upon its proceedings j 
his Koport will also be found in the Appendix (p. 106).

The lieturii of MtLrrinn;ea ia nut uomplctc ; but the tlefecls are inconsiderable, and 
approximative numburs have been supplied from the reconia of previous years. 

The marriages in the last quarter, and in the whole of the year 18^2, have 
greatly exceeded iu number those of any previous return ; and this increase of 
families, confirming other accounts, implies that the condition of the great body of 
the people is prosperous. But the prosperity of a nation is sometimes overpowered 
by death, and it has happened that the mortality at the close of the year 1853, ne 
well OS in the winter of the present year, has, nolwiihstiuiiliiig the nc-tivity of trade, 
1 unusually high, through the inclemency of the season, the prevalence of 
epidemics, and perhaps the partial destruction of the potato crop.

MARRIAGES. 

94416 persons were married in the last quarter of the year 1852, the three months 
after harvest, the Christmas quarter, in which, according to the customs of England, 
the greatest number of weddings are celebrated. This number, however, exceeds 
the numbers in the corresponding quarter of any previous year ; and if the whole 
year is taken, it shows a proportional excess. There were 158439 marriages in the 
year i8j2, i J3740 in 18 ji, and, only ten years ago, 1 1882 5 in the year 1842. The 
marriages in the five years 1838-42 were 605219, in the five years 1848-52 thej 
were 745030. The marriages in England from 1843 to 1852 were at such a rate 
that I in 60 people married annually ; the proportion in 1852 was i in 57 ; while 
in the last quarter of the year 1852 it was i in 48. The increase is greatest in 
London, where 7101 marriages took place in the last quarter of 1852. The increase 
in the other divisions is less remarkable ; and in the South Midland, as well as the 
Eastern Counties, the rate of marriages was below the average. 

BIRTHS. 

161598 births were registered in the quarter ending March 31st, 1853. The 
number is slightly less than the number registered in the corresponding quarter of 
the year 1852, but in excess of the number registered in the winters of any 
previous years. The greatest number of births is registered generally in the 
spring, but in 1852 it happened exceptionally that the births in the winter 
exceeded the births in the spring quarter. The annual proportion of births since 
1843 has been i in 30 ; in the winter quarter the average rate is i in 29 ; in the 
winter quarter of the present year it has been i in 28. 

XNCRIIASB OF POPULATION. 

As the births registered in the winter quarter were 161 598, and the deaths 
118241, the natural increase of which we have an account is 43357. The natural

London has latterly been unusually unhoallhy, but the excess of deaths is 
referable to the depression of the temperature in February and Mai'ch ; and i 
13 weeks the deaths, allowing for increase of population, have not exceeded ^ 
numbers in the winter quai'ters of 1849 and 18^1. Of the zymotic class of dise 
scarlatina (574), hooping-cough (702), and typhus (662), were the moat iwt{ 
Consumption lias been unusually fatal, and the deaths were 1872 to 1^30 i 
winter (]uarter of 1849. Bronchitis was fatal to a greater number of porB 
(1880) than consumption, or to 600 mure tliiin died of that disease in the win 
quarters of 1849, i8jo. Carbuncle has been uuusuiiUy fatal; the deaths in tlwll 
five winter quarters have been i, 2, 3, 17, 30. Thoi* is no decline i ' " 
from delirium tremens, or intemperance, or poison. The deaths by fractures % 
contusions exhibited a remarkable increase ; they have been in the fivt 
quarters 114, 139, 163, 161, and 181. 

In the South Easteks Dnisiox (IT.) the most remarkable feature la the b 
mortaUiy in Croydon. ITie deaths in this district fro " 
quarter were 27,'; ; while in the four previous winter quarters they wore 194, id 
139, and 144. The R^^gistrar in his note simply stAtes, that fever caused n 
increase of deaths, and that it has now happily subsided. Xo further noticVj

a higher tnortaliiy tlian tito average, chiefly Troni lever or bronebltis i at ' 
present time there are several bad easca of fever in Davootry. Roinsey, in I 
tingdoQ, has suffered from iiHermittent and other fevers, from erytiipelaa, and fro 
boils. The registrar of Ltiloii, the sent of tbo straw-plait worlu, says, the populatio 
bfts iaerea.->cd by aooo persons since i8j)i. 

In the EAitTeRX Division influenza has prevailed in s part of the KUldon 
district ; mumps in Cuggeshall ; typhus iu Dunrnow ; fever in parishes nf Stow ; 
small-pox in ^ivcrul ilistricts of Norfolk. In Kou^ham typhus has prevailed ; it 
is in a low damp distriel, and "the dwellings are little better than pigsties oc^ 
" horeU." 

In the South Westkiis Dmsios a fever nearly as fttal aa the Croydon fert 
broke uat at Longbridge DeverU! (Warminster), where tlio deaths in thnw montlu 
without including those in other parts of the sub-diatriet, were 37. Tlie ravages o 
tlie fever, it is said, were confined to the space of too yards square. Smnll-pox 
has prevailed in Exeter and the surrounding districts, where, by the eriiel negli- 
gence and ignorance of llieir pari^nts, tho lives uf many children are s«crific«d-_ 
The incrc<a.sed mining operations and the increase of populutiun in Cornwall i 
referred tu by the regislriirs. Curnwall us well us SoiaernetBhire has suffciud fro 
scarlatina and Binall-i>ox. 

The deaths in the West MidlavI) Divibios (VL) were 148J1, n numbt.-r 
sidcrably exceeding the average. Stnall-pox was fatal to many children in Bristol. 
'Pyphus was fatal in Albrigbton, in Shropsliire, and in Wem, where the disease was. 
in one case cuinrouniealud to the family by a child returning from service after an 
attack of fever, which resulted in the death of the father and 2 children. 

The Registrar of SI. Mary, Shrewsbury, where the deaths exceeded tho I 
registered, states, that there has been much sickness during the quarter, ] 
fVom damp and llooils and partly from the want of better siuiatury regulatioatt. | 
" The nuisance (he says) in this distriet by the dye-waste water running from the 
" thread manufactory into the Shrewsbury Canal, a stagnant water, causing an 
" ofTensive and abominable stench, is very ii^urious to the h<'allh of a dense and 
" complaining population. It is, howi-vcr, gratifying tu add, that the authorities 
" are taking up this and uiher nuisatiees in ortfer to tlieir removal." 

Fever and scarlatina and bronchitis liave been fatal in sevei-nl disiricta of Staf- 
fordshire, Worcestershire, and Warwickshire. The Begistrai' of Uoly Trinity, 
Coventry, has the following remarks on tho inefficiency of the medical attendanca _ 
on the poor: "Although out of the 106 deafhi 78 an- entered as 'certified,' the] 
" is reason to believe that comparatively very few of these received any systemal 
" medical treatment, but that the crrtificntc-s were obtwned from professional m 
" whose attention had been called to the cases almost at the last moment, whi 
" death appeared to be inevitable. During this quarirr I have i-egiatered the bir 
" of ti ilk'gili mate children, and 10 deaths of the same class." 

In the NOKTU MiDtASD Division (^^l ) the inoitality has been considerably abOTt 
the average in Asbby, Lincoln, Spilsby, Basford, Nottingham, Southwell, Belper, ;

The Return of Marriages is not complete 1 but tlie defects are inconsiderable, and 
approximative numbers liave been supplied from l!ie records of previous years. 

The increase of marriages proceeded at an accelerated rale (lirough the first 
three moDtha of the year ; in April, Ma;, and June the births of childri^n exceeded 
the average nuiubera of preceding spring quarters, but fell a few liundreds eliort of 
the births in the spring quarters of the two previous years. 

The spring in lown nnd country was unhealthy ; and the mortality, clilofly owing 
to the cold weather and the scarcity of potHtoea, was considerably above the average.

STATE OF THE PUBUC HEALTH. I 

,861 deaths were registered in the ,) roouth.s of April, May, Hud Juue. This 
number in iho highest that has ever been registi^red before in the com'sponiUng 
season, and exceeds by 7048 the deaths in the spring quarter of iS';!. The rate of 
mortality in England is highest in the winler (i'467 percent.), lowest in the 
summer quarter (1-139 P'''' cent.), while the mortality of the !<pring quarter 
(3'333) holds an intermediate rank, near the average of the year. This average. 
IB exceeded by the present return, which shoivs a mortality at the rate of 3 '383 
per cent, per annum ; higher than the rate in the corresponding quarter of every 
year 1843-J2, except the spring quarter of 1847, when the population was infested 
by scurvy and its attendant diseases iifler the great failure of tlie potato crt^ 
in 1846. The rate of mortality was then a'j;o6; in the autumn influenza broke 
out, and cholera followed on its footsteps in 1848 and 1849. 

The mortality of tiie quarter wa.t above the average both iu the to« n nnd in ihi 
country districts ; the annual rate of mortality was 2 -606 in 117 districis, com- 
prising the chief towns, and a ■ ip6 jht cent, in 508 districts, extending over the 
i-cst of tlie kingdom. 

The population of England is, there is reason to believe, collectively heulthieTi 
than any equal amonnt of population in any other kingdom ; but the rapid increai#1 
in the proportion of the town population, — in which the mortality is 17 per cent, 
higher thou it is in tho country, and tho sickness, the suflering, the debility, the 
physicaldegenerncyof race are in an equal excess, — makes this question of the health 
of towns and the fertilization of the surrounding liclds one of the great questions 
of the day demanding immediate solution. It is diflieult for the imagination to 
I all the bcneUccnt efiects that would flow from the possible diminution gf

Ip Loxdox tho mortality Ijas eon-sidcrnbly cxceodpd the averogc, and it is chiefly 
due to diseases of the respiratory organs, typhus, hooping-cough, iliarrhaa, and 
TJolence of various kinds, u deaths were referred to privation, a6 to poison, 88 to 
bums and scalds, 36 to banging and suffocation, St to drowning, 171 to mechanical 
■iijuries of various kinds, 33 to wounds ; and in nearly all these cases tUc numbers 
exceed those returned in previous years. Tbe violent deaths, including a few from 
intemperance, want of breast-milk, and privation, in London, increased from 1296 
in 1840 to 2140 in i8j2 ; and in tbc last quarter tbe excess in deaths from violence 
alone over the deaths of 1852 was iji. Tbe increase of steam vessels, railways, 
omnibuses, and new mechanical forces of every kind, as well as the obstructions of 
tbu streets, may partly account for tbis loss of life, as well as for tlic ntmierous 
injuries and mutilations not fatal — in tho battle of every day. 

The mortality in tho South Eastkrn Counties has been above the average, and 
the greatest excess has occurred in Godstone, Croydoa, Bromley, Dover, Eastbourne, 
Lewes, the Isle of Wight, Alverstoke. Woking has been unusually healthy. 
.Scarlatinn has been rife in Sevcnoabs, Maidstone, and other districts. 

In tbe South Midland Countic* Wisbeacb continues to exi>erience a high rato 
of mortality; the deaths in three months, out of a population of ^fiij^, were 
174. In Cambridge, on the other baud, the deaths out of a population of 17815 
were only no. Hooping-cough and bronchitis prevailed at Wisbeach ; while in 
Cambridge tbe Registrur reports, that " great improvements have been made by 
" the local authorities in the sanatory arrangements ; they have been assisted very 
" materiatly by the reports and suggestions of the medical profession." 

Bomford, Tendring, Colchester, Witham, and Saflron Walden in Essex ; Sudbury, 
Tbingoc, and Stow in Sdffole, experienced a high rate of mortality. Typhus 
has been fatal to many persons in High Kaster, Duninow ; in Downham, Norfolk, 
ague and fever have prevailed ; in Norwich the mortality has not exceeded, and 
in the whole county has been below the average. 

In Uio South Westers Counties the general mortality has slightly exceeded 
the average, llie typhus in Longbridge DeverlU broke out a second time ; and 
the deaths in the sub-district equal tho births. In one house the mnn, wife, 
and 6 children were all attacked, and one child, nine years of age, di^. At 
Exmouth fever has prevailed. In Whipton, Hcavitree, smnll~pox is raging ; several 
children are sufliring, and 2 have died; "still the people refuM cow-pox." In 
Barnstaple typhus and small-pox have prevailed ; the deaths have exceeded tho 
births. The emigration from Redruth has been extensive, and the births have 
consequently decreased; in another district of Cornwall, Lenin, the Registrar 
■ays : " Tlio births and deaths are much below the average. Numbers are yearly 
" leaving this district for other parts of this country, or for America. «j\^ fwv^^Vci&vk, 
" wbielt ia the only explanation I can give ai tW ^ttrctnocr 
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1 Health of the Country. 

Measles has l)een very fatal in Ttupo, In Frome tJie deatlia from pnlmooB^ 
diseases are much above tbo average ; the same diseases have prevailed in BattL 
I In tbc West Midlam) Cockties the mortality is soiupwhat above thf average ; 
small-pox prevails in Gloucestershire ; Brlst<il, Glouc«8t<>r, and Stroud have 
nciglected vaccinatJon ; carbuncles, boiU, and purulent eruptions have hcen very 
prevalent in Sto\^'-o^-thc-W<dd as ^vell as in London. This extensive epidemic 
has not yet obtained all the attention w'faich it deserves from the meUical pi-ofe.ssion. 
A bad form of ecarlalina has prevailed in Staffordshire, " the cause of which," 
the Registrar of Bilston conceives, " is insufUcieut drainage, ccaspools stagnating, 
" and lilth of the most offensive character accumulated in the yards and folds 
" of the poor, who have been the victims of the fever," The excess of births ia . 
West Bvomwich and Westbury-oo -Severn is ascribed to the increase of pupulatioi 
caused by employment on railways. The prosperous state of trade and tbi 
improved ci re u instances of the people are also mentioned in connexion with a lawM 
ratij of mortality. 

The deaths iu Zjmcolnshikf, hove been below, in Nottingham shire a 
sHiiiE above the average. The Registrar of Leake in Leicestershire says: — "Sever 
" deaths have occurred during the quarter from scarlatina and from sm^-pox^ 
'' The latter disease has been very prevalent in a village belonging to my district. 
•' The ignorance and wilful stupidity which exist amongst « certjiin cloas of people 
" are astonisliing; neither threats nor entreaties can induce tlieni to have their 
" children vaccinated. A young woman, near her confinement, anil the mother of 
" two other childreo, wtio refused to be vaccinated herself or have her children 
" vaccinated, was seized with small-pox. On June 1 2th 1 atti'oded her ( the 
" disease was confluent ; she became a most loathsonie object, and in this stata 
" gave birth to a girl on the i^lh, and died on the iStli. The iofant took the 
" disease, and ha-i since died. I have vaccinated a large number of children and 
" a few adults, but the same pr^udice still exists with others, and this frightful 
" disease is yet progressing. I am firmly convinced that if every cliild was properly 
" vaccinated under the age of 13 months there would be no eases of small-pox, or 
" it would be so modiiied as to require little notice. I am of opinion that the 
" disease would in the end be extirpated." 

Cheshire and Lancashire have not been more than usually unhealthy. 27^9 
deaths vrent registered out of a population of 4ii,_^i^ in Liverpool and Wmt 
Derby ; 23(5^ in Manchester and Salt'ord out of 3151956. The mortality in these 
districts was bdow the average to wbicli they are subject. This district, says the 
Registrar of Hulmc, Chorlton, " never was in a mor« healthy state. No kind of 
epidemic prevails, ^' The (^erativc classes are all well employed, and although 
" the prices of various kinds of provi^ons are on the advance, there appeua » 
" general disposition to increase wages in proportion." 

In YoRKsaiRE 11+42 deaths were registered. The mortality exceeded the 
average, and most notably in Skipton, Keighley, Huddersfield, Halifax, Bradford, 
Sheffield, Rotherham, Doncaster, Thome, and Driffield. In Leeds and Hull the 
mortality declined. One death from cholera was registered in the workhouse, Herton, 
Bradford. Influenia prevailed in Leyfauru ; scarlatina in Reeth. ] 

In the NoKTHERN Counties 5621 deaths were registi^^red. Ague, typhus, aai* 
hooping-cough have prevailed in many of the Durham colliery districts ; 23 p«f» fl 
sons died of measles In Yami, Stockton. " 

The deaths in the Welch DrviaiON (7288) exceed the average; hooping-ooHgh 
prevailed in Newport, Swansea, and Haverfordwest ; small-pox and bronchitis in 
Cardiff and Carmarthen. The excess of births and deaths in Rhetdol, Aberystwith^ 
is referred to the groat increnso of the mining popitlation. Smnll-iKix, scarktiaB, 
and typhus sliU prevail in the Wrexham District. " The Board of Guardians are 
" causing proceedings to be taken against the owi»ei-s and occupiers of housea, as 
" direct^ hy the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Act, and in all cum 
" where they have summoned have succeeded in getting convictions."

This Return comprises the Buitbs and Deaths registered by 2191 Begiatrars ii 
fill the districU of England during tlie summer quarter ending Si/plember jotli, 
and the Marriaggs in 11039 cliurches or cbapets, about 3424 registered places a 
worship unconnected with the Ji^stnblislied Church, and 62^ tiuperintendent Be^ 
trara' oIHccs, in the quarter that ended June 30th, 1353. 

Tlte Return of Marriages is not uum]>h:te ; but the defects are inconsiderable, a 
ip^xiinative numbers have been supplied from tbu 

The marriages exceeded the KvcrHge in ihu quarter ending iu Juno. For the 
quarter that ended in September 3otli the tiirlbs Imve also been alxne the averago 
number, while the deaths have been fevrer than is usual in proportion to the 
population. The mortality of the town population hns experienced a marked, 
iliminution during the summer ; but one town baa sutTcrcd severely, «nd OtI 
nrc tbreatoncd by Aaktic cholera.

93332 dcathii have been registered during the iiuarlcr ; a number less by Hirjr 
than tbe nninber of persons (100497) whose deaths were I'ceorded in the summer 
quarter of 1833. The dcpreesion of the mortality extended over nearly every 
county except Durham and Northumberhuul 1 and indeed over all except a few 
districts of those counties. 

A similar depression of the mortality was observed iu the sununttr qiurt£E at 
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HeaUh of the Country. 



The mortality during the quarter of the districts comprising the chief towns 
and a population of 77958S2 was at the rate of 2-4 per cent, per annum nearly ; 
the mortality of t}ie districts of small towns and country parishes was at the rate 
of I '7 per cent The average rates are higher ; or 2 '6 and i 'p per cent. 

The number of deaths in London was 129 18, which is below the average. The 
deaths by zymotic disease were 3456, including 1232 by diarrhoea, and 137 by 
cholera. The deaths by diarrhoea were 200 less than in either of the sumoier 
quarters of the preceding years ; and the deaths from cholera did not exceed tlie 
average of the 3 preceding summer quarters. 585 deaths were referred to typhus ; 
and over tlie country scarlatina prevailed with great severity in several districts. 
The local epidemics are indicated in the Registrars' reports. 

The appearance of the Asiatic cholera in London, and the terrific mortality 
which it has occasioned within a few weeks in the north of England, are of such 
importance as to demand the whole of our attention. 

As a means of guidance and a basis of reasoning it may be useful to present* 
here a brief summary of the facts which regulated the course of the epidemic that 
broke out j years ago. 

The Cholera. 

Evident cases of the epidemic of 1848-49 were registered in London and in 
Sunderland during the first week of October. The deatlis from cholera in all 
England were iioj during tlic last tliree months of the year. The epidemic 
declined, and in April 1849 the deaths were only 107 ; in May 327. The great 
epidemic eruj)tion began ; and in June 2046 persons died of it, July 7J7^> August 
15872, September 20379, October 4654, November 844, December 163. The 
thirty-sixth and thirty-seventh weeks of the year 1849 were the most fatal; the 
deaths from cholera in those two weeks were 12592. On the most fatal day, 
September 6tb, the deaths by the dihiease were 1121. 

The total deaths from cholera in 1849 were .13293. 12 152 of the number 
were of persons under 10 years of age. The mortality by the disease was at the 
rate of 30 in loooo of the inhabitants. Diarrhoea of a severe form was fatal in 
the same year to 18887 persons, chiefly children ; or to 11 in loooo of the 
inhabitants. 

The danger of dying by the epidemic was greatest at advanced ages ; the rate 
of mortality was 13 in 10000 at the age of 12 ; 64 in loooo at the age of 70 ; the 
danger advancing progressively with age. 

Tlie duration of the fatal attacks of cholera is recorded in 39468 cases ; and it 
was found to be jo hours on an average. More than half of the cases (20684) 
terminated within 24 hours. 

Li 85 of the 623 districts of England no death from cholera was recorded.

The mortality was nt the rate of <;o in loooa on tho coasta 
theinhind districts. It waa at the rnto of 11^ in 10000 in the districts tndat 
the large ports ; 47 in the diatricts of the secondary porta ; ij ia the other 
districts. 

Of the inhabitants of low river and seaside districts, B^ in loooo died by cholera; 
in London the loss was 61 ; in inland towns 38 ; in small towns ami tliL- country 
KTound the river sources only iz in loooo perished. Of the inland towns, Wol- 
rerhampton, Mertliyr Tydtil, Manchester, and Leeds experienced the greater part 
of the mortality ; in the Jj other large inland towns the mortality was ul the low 
rate of II in 1 0000. 

In London the water supply had considerable influence on the mortality. Tlia 
density of population and the poverty of the inhabitants were not without efltKt, 
but the effect of elevation of the soil transcended all other influences. On aa 
average the mortality by cholera was in the several London diatricts at elevations 
of less than 20 ftet ubovc Trinity high-water mark, 101 in loooo ; in the districts 
at an elevaliou of 10-40 feet, 6j in loooo; of 40-60 feet, 34 ; of 60-So feel, 37 ; 
of 80-100 feet, 21 ; of 100 feet, 17 ; of 350 feet, 8 in loooo inhnbitania. 

The present epidemic has appeared first, like all that have preceded it, in the 
sei^rts. The first well-deSned cases in London were registered in August, and 
the epidemic may bo dated from August lotb ; up to October ist the registered 
deaths, including some by English cholera, have amounted to 133. 'Vh« origin of 
the last epidemic may Iw dated from October 1st, 1848; and that of i8;r-ja 
also began in the month of October iSji, The present epidemic has attni-fccd as 
earlier in the year, but it has not yet in the aggregate been more fatal in London 
tlian it was during the same number of weeks in 1848. 

In Newcastle-upon-Tyne, with a popnlation of 89156 in iSji, the mortality from 
cholera bos raised the deaths by all causes fVoin 638 to 3o3j j in (isleshead from 
374 (0771 in three months." The epidemic poison was no sooner introduced into 
the region than it, as it were, exploded, and destroyed nearly 1000 livrs. 

In neither of the previous epidemics was any such sudden destruction of life 
observed. Is the present epidemic — so quickly following the epidemic of 184S-9— 
of a difierent and more fatal character ? or are there looal circumstances, inde- 
pendently of the nature of the epidemic, that account for the desolation that now 
Burrounda Newcastle-upon-Tyne ? These important questions can. it is evident.

fol/ bcdefiuitivcly answered b; cnreful inquiry inlo all tho c 
bnough b&3 been elicited to justify us in refusing to admit nt present thxt t 
Ipid^ic is in its nature more destructive ihiin its predecessors ; while It yields ^ 
wful sanction to the hygienic law, wbicli prohibits tbe use of impure water. 

Tho Superintendent Registrars of Newcastle and Gateahcad, in reply to inquiri 
Erbich tho Begistrar General has made, state, and bare forwarded documei 
ihowing, that from the ,;th of July last tbe town, which had been supplied I 
ritli saluhrioDs water, was supplied largely "from the impure source of the ' 
a the vicinity of tbe sewerage of the town." • 

L The fact cannot be questioned that the water with wliich Newcastle upon-l 
_5'as supplied in 1848-9 was comparatively pure; and that in 1853, when 
ealamitoua loss of life was recorded on the registers, the city was supplied willj 
water containing a strong aolution of tho contents of the sewers. Tlie same cffe 
was tho reault of tho same cause in Hull in 1849. And other examples may 1 
cited in which the converse happened, as at Exeter, where the inhabitants, nfb 
having suifered severely from cholera in 1833, obtained pure natcr, and escs^cd 1 
its ravages in 1848-9. j 

In the Eaet and ie Europe observation has shown that the cholera poison, be it 1 

■what it may, is conveyed by water as well as air ; hence the following precaatloo i 
was citod in tbe Cholera Report : ^ 

" Tho precautions to take against cholera, in regard to toater, are well atatetl by 1 
I Dr. Snow ; and they are of so simple a nature that, considering all the facta, no j 
D person can prudently neglect them. 
» " Water into wkiek aeteers fiow, or which it tiavigated by person* Uvmg i 
iioata, or which M in any other way contaminated by the contents of' drains 4 
J cesspooh, should be entirety disused." 

No person, to test the value of such a rule, would ever have proposed that I 
large town which was supplied with good water, and escaped with no considerablo 
loss in a previous epidemic, i^bould on tbe eve of another epidemic do all that is h 
_fc>rbidden. What no sceptical philosopher would have dared to propose tts 

_)eriment, what no haughty conqueror ever condemned tbe inhabitants of ft 1 
tiLji^ated city to endure, — this fine English town on (bo Tyne — tbe centre of tho 
jWil trade — of intelligence of every kind — and of engineering knowledge — faki 
lane and suGTcrcd. All tbe excreta, which ore thrown into the streets or watCT' 
)ela, arc washed down the acclivities of tbe streets into the river ; tbe fermeDt^ 
_ i is driven up and down by the tides, and has ihonco since July bsea

Lifovrater was drawn from the Tyne after September 15th, tho cholera then raged 
Erltb less intensity, and the epidemic speedily subsided. 

. Tho intensity of tbe epidemic at Newcastle-upon-Tyne is, under the oirciust 
stances, no decisive proof that in its essential form cholera is now more fatal 
than it was before ; but it is unquestionably a Warning to those towns which derive 
their water from polluted tidal rivers to abandon such soui^es, and to accelerate 
their works for supplying the iwpulation with pure water before June next,, 
othertviso tbe death registers may, il i» to be feared, be filled with the names 
of inquuierablo victims of a practice, which is as degrading as it is deatructive 
to tbe English nation. ,

In the North Western Divibign (VIII.) the deaths rose to 17851. It oonsbts of Cheshire and 
Lancashire, both of which were overrun by the epidemic so fatal to the young. Stockport had an 
attack of the most violent kind, and the Registrar of Heaton Norris, one of its sub-districts, states 
that the disease created almost as much alarm as cholera. Here, in consequence of the ** turn-out " 
and dearness of food, families were ill prepared for such a visit. Congleton, Wigan, Bury, Chorlton» 
Ashton-under-Lyne, Oldham, Rochdale, and Ulverstone suffered. Half of the total deaths in Ulvor- 
stone sub-district -were from scarlatina. 20 deaths (out of 116) from small-pox were registered in 
the sub-district of Congleton. 163 deaths from cholera are reported in Liverpool ; a few also in 
West Derby ; one at Wigan. A decrease in births at Wigan and Preston is attributed to strikes 
causing a movement of families from those places. The deaths were 864 in the district of Stockport, 
or 342 above the average. They were 223 in that of Congleton, or 57 above the average. In the 
districts of Liverpool, Wigan, and Chorlton, the deaths rose to 2270, 692, and 1005. Manchestcfr 
registered 2148, also a high mortality. In Preston 676 were registered, 73 above the average. 

The York Division (IX.) in which 10676 deaths occurred, furnishes more favourable returnsi 
except for some of the large towns, Bradford, Sheffield, York, &c, where the mortality was 
great Scarlatina, aided by cold, wet and changeable weather, pervaded these and other parts in 
all the Ridings. At Doncaster, which suffered from it, the mortality was high. Leeds and Hall 
were more rortunate. A German emigrant died at the latter place from cholera ; a woman died 
of it in Bradford ; a tailor of the same disease at Bamsley. The linen trade was depressed at 
Bamsley, the coal trade in great activity. Fancy manufacture had improved at High Hoy land. 

The 5770 deaths in the Nobthern Division (X.) are not few, but they show a decrease on 
those of the summer quarter. Cholera was diffused here to a wide extent Fatal cases of it in 
the December quarter are reported as follows: 13 at Stockton, 10 at Bishop Auckland, 6 in Saint 
Nicholas, Durham, 3 or 4 at Easington, 7 at Hetton-le-Hole, one at Chester-le-Street, 18 in Sander- 
land, 15 in Westoe (South Shields), 94 at Gateshead, 124 in Tynemouth, one at Allendale 
(Hexham), 13 at Bedlington (Morpeth), 44 in Cockermouth. It continued to raise the mortality 
in Newcastle. Scarlatina was severe at Whitehaven on the west coast, and in Alnwick on the 
east It prevailed along the coast of the latter district, but spared the parts remote Arom the 
sea. It was also fatal at Kirkby Lonsdale in Westmoreland. 

.In the Welsh Division (XL) the deaths, 5884, were a little above the average. Scarlatina 
visited Cardigan, Wrexham, Ruthin, and Corwen with severity. At Cowbridge 40 families bayfli 
been attacked by typhus, which originated at a ball, where the guests supped over a stable, and on 
premises which were in a filthy state from want of draiaage. 

Mr. Leigh, Registrar of Deansgate, a sub-district of Manchester, has made some oseM observa- 
tions on the public health of that locality, and the propagation of those diseases which have pxo^

Sir, 23d February iSj6, 

The public health in the year i8';3 underwent some changes 
which can be only discovered by the causes of death ; for the aggregate 
mortiility diifered little from the general average. 

The temperature of the year at Greenwich was 47 '7°, so it was 1*7** 
below tho average of 12 recent years. The defect of temperature became 
greater as the year advanced, and the mean temperature of the last three 
months (42*3°) was 2*7° below the average. The rain fall was 29 inches, 
or nearly two inches above th.e average. The dew point (41 '7°) was low, 
and the atmosphere was less humid than it is usually. Upon looking over 
the tables, the increase in I he diseases of the respiratory organs is remark- 
able ; and thus is seen again on a large scale the connexion between 
these diseases and a low temperature of the air. 

Cholera was epidemic on the continent, and it was deemed right to 
give some warning of its approach in the first quarterly report, which 
appeared in April. '* The outbreaks of cholera in Russia " it was observed, 
** demand the attention of the people of England, and should accelerate 
*^ all the arrangements for tho supply of pure water, the drainage of towns, 
" and the removal of nuisances." 

The epidemic broke out in London in August ; and as the evils at which 
the above warning was directed were found extraordinarily rife in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, the epidemic raged with extraordinary violence in 
that town.* In Ix)ndon the mortality was as usual low for sometime after 
the first appearance of the epidemic, and did not prevail with great inten- 
sity until the next summer. In the Report on the diseases of 1854, 1 hope 
to be able to give some account of the eruption of this great epidemic, 
which began in 1853 and attained its acme in the next year. Upon 
referring to the tables, it will be observed, that the total deaths from 
cholera in 18,53 were 4419, of which 1927 occurred in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne and in Gateshead. 

421,097 deaths were registered in the year 1853, and the causes were 
specified in 414,198 instances, leaving 6899 deaths in which no cause 
sufficiently explicit to admit of classification was returned ; and 4018 in 
which inquests were generally held, could only be classed under the head 
of "sudden deaths," as no information was given respecting the nature or 
the seat of disease. All the other causes may be briefly discussed under 
five great heads. 

Zymotic Diseases. 

The deaths from these diseases were 85,600 in number, or 21 per cent 
of the total number. 

Scarlatina, hooping-cough, diarrhoea, and typhus (including all the forms 
of continued fever) were the roost fatal diseases of the class. The number 
of deaths from each of these causes ranged from hooping-cough 1 1,200, 
to typhus 18,013. Of small-pox 3151 persons died, of measles 4895, of 
ci*oup 3660, of thrush 1202, of influenza 1789, of dysentery i8qi. Tho 
deaths from cholera during the four years ending in 1853 were 886, 1132, 
138:, and 4419.

of the respiratory system, and 48,272 of diseases of the other organs of 
the body. Of 100 deaths from all causes 38 are the results of these local 
deseases, 12*6 of the diseases of the nervous system, 13*6 of the diseases 
of the respiratory organs. If the deaths from consumption be added, the 
13*6 become 26*9. ConvuUions are the most fatal disease of the class 
yet they are often mere dynamic states of the brain, nerves and muscular 
system, and not the result of any visible well-defined change of structure 
which the anatomist can perceive. Infants and very young children 
die of convulsions; and 10,819 girls, 13,973 boys, died of this disease. 
Epilepsy, which supervenes after puberty, was fatal to 2120 persons, 115S 
males and 962 females. Chorea, a singular convulsive disease, is returned 
as the cause of death to 67 persons, 40 females and only 27 males. 
Insanity is often complicated with other diseases which arc registered as 
the causes of death without reference to the mental disease. Of the 476 
persons wliose deaths are referred to insanity, 267 are females. Delirium 
tremens, one of the results generally of slow poisoning by alcohol, was 
fatal to 430 men and to only 79 women. Tetanus or lock-jaw supervenes 
on wounds, which are incidental to more men than women ; hence 82 men 
and 34 women died of tetanus. Apoplexy and paralysis complicate each 
other, and are nearly equally fatal ; thus, 8496 persons died of apoplexy 
and 8378 of paralysis, generally at advanced ages, the deaths of malci 
preponderating in apoplexy, of females in paralysis. Such are the 
maladies of that wonderful system of organs which especially distinguish 
man from the inferior animals ; some at the various stages of life paralyzing 
him, some deranging his powers of motion, and others assailing his passions 
or his intellect 

The heart and blood vessels failed in 13,740 instances, 315 deaths having 
been set down to aneurism, 561 to pericarditis, and 12,864 to other diseasej 
of the heart or of the vessels. Aneurism to 83 females, killed 232 males; 
the other diseases of this central system affected both sexes almost equally. 
To this class belong many of the deaths under dropsy ; it increases as th3 
diagnostic power of the medical profession increases. 

Among the diseases of the respiratory organs bronchitis and pneumonia 
were exceedingly prevalent, and were nearly equally fatal in the year 1853. 
In 1850 and 1853 bronchitis was fatal to 14,612 and 22,391 persons 
respectively, pneumonia to 20,303 and 24,098. Asthma also increased, 
and was the direct cause of 5143 deaths. Laryngitis, pneumonia, pleurisy, 
and asthma were much more fatal to males thau to females ; bronchitis 
also destroyed 11,587 males to 10,804 females. The deaths of males from 
all diseases of the respiratory organs were 30,764, of females 25,672 ; 
of consumption, one of the tubercular diseases, however, 2 j,9j j males and 
28,963 females died. 

The diseases of the digestive organs were fatal to neai*ly an equal number 
of males (11,934) and females (11,926). Teething was fatal to 467S 
children, enteritis, peritonitis, ulceration of intestines, and ileus are the 
chief diseases of the intestinal cai^al ; 9 deaths are referred to the pancreas, 
6898 to the liver, 64 to the spleen, 1 2,2 1 1 to the intestinal canal. Teething, 
enteritis, hernia, intussusception, and liver disease were more fatal to 
males than to females ; while from gastritis, peritonitis, ascites, ulceration 
and stricture of the intestinal tube, and from spleen disease women were 
the greatest sufferers. 

The deaths from the diseases of the remaining systems were not numerous. 
3893 persons died of diseases of the urinari/ organs^ 3343 of disca,>es of tlie 
or ,aus of generation^ 2670 of diseases of the bones and mnsiles, and 7^>0 
of diseases of the integumentary system. Stone, strictuie, and all tlio 
diseases of the urinary organs, are much more fatal to men than to women ; 
upon the other hand 333 1 of the 3343 deaths in the class of diseases of the 
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organs of reproduction, including childbirth, befel women ; 3063 women 
died in childbirth or of its incidental diseases, including 79 j by metria 
or puerperal fever. To everj 200 children born alive one mother died. 

Of carbuncle and boil 252 persons died, and the numbers, it will be 
observed, have increased since 1850 ; but the deaths under phlegmon have 
declined to nearly an equal extent. 

Diseases of Growth, Nutrition, and Decay. 

The deaths by diseases of this group are 62,046^ including the deaths of 
18,968 children frail and often prematurely born, 86j deaths resulting 
from malformations, and 13,072 deaths from atrophy and wastings away 
without any evident organic disease. By old age 29,141 persons died, 
namely, 12,598 old men, and 16,543 old women. Malformation and prema- 
ture births were fatal to more males than females. 

Violent Deaths, or Deaths froh Evident External Causes. 

14,812 deaths of this class are recorded in tlie year. 373 deaths were 
the direct effects of intemperance, exclusive of 509 deaths by delirium 
tremens and other diseases which should properly be referred to this head ; 
78 deaths are referred to the want of food, 103 to cold, 21 to neglect, 
and 632 to the want of breast milk, the natural food of infants. 

By poison 409 persons died, by bums and scalds 2590, by hanging and 
suffocation 1249, by drowning 2508, by wounds 574, by fractures and 
contusions 5551, and by other violence 724, 

Deaths by poison were less numerous in the two years 1852-3 (779) than 
in the two previous years (i 850-1) 899. 

The deaths by violence to every 10,000 living were 8, and ^6 in every 
1000 deaths were by violence. These deaths are on the increase in 
England. 

Violent deaths in the aggregate killed 10,725 males and 4087 females. 
Burns and scalds alone are more fatal to females (1377) than to males 
<i2i3). 

I beg to submit to you an improved scheme of the statistical nosology, 
with two papers which I have drawn up on subjects which were under 
consideration at the Statistical Congress of Paris.

The first Statistical Congress in Brussels passed a resolution to the 
effect that it is desirable to construct a uniform nomenclature of the Causes 
of Death, applicable in all countries. Dr. d*£spine and I were requested 
to prepare a Keport on the subject for the Second Congress in Paris. 
After some correspondence with Dr. d*£spine, 1 carefully revised the 
Statistical Nosology which has been in use in England since 1838 : and 
further relying upon the willingness of the members of the medical pro- 
fession in the United Kingdom to co-operate in carrying out such an 
important national object as that to which attention had been directed by 
the Statistical Congress, the Nosology in its first form was submitted, with 
the approbation of the Registrar General, \o a certain number of English, 
Scotcli, and Irish pliysicians and surgeons whose attention has in various 
ways been directed to the study and classification of diseases. Several of 
them favoured me with valuable notes and suggestions, of which I have 
availed myself in the present arrangement. 

These distinguished men must not, however, be held in any way respon- 
-sible for defects either in the plan or in the execution of the work.

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Periodical Keturns of the fatal diseases and injuries of the pfpuliition 
bave been published in London since the commencement of the i^even- 
teenth century ; in the Department of the Seine, since 1809 ; and in some 
States the national registers contain a column in which the cause of death 
is inscribed. Since 1837 the causes of death have been clnssifi(>d and 
have been published in England in conformity with the principU'S of a 
statistical nosology which is there in use ; and at the Census oi 18ol the 
diseases and infirmities of the population of Ireland were returned and 
classed in the same order as the deaths. 

The progress of tl»e natural sciences is greatly promoted, as experience 
has shown, by the adoption of a nomenclature which can be \\tei\ in every 
country, and which leaves but little doubt that the same thin;: is desig- 
nated by the same or by strictly synonymous words. The lit i lily of a 
uniform nomenclature in the registration of the causes of death was so 
strongly felt at the firet Statistical Congress, that the member.s expressed 
their opinion in the subjoined resolution ; and Dr. Marc d'Espine and I 
were requested to prepare a Report on the ground that we had ihr several 
years the practical direction of statistical inquiries on this sjubject in 
Geneva and in England. 

The resolution is to this eflfect : — 
** // y a lieu de former uue nomenclature unifortne des causes de d:crs Bulletin,

Objects of the Record and Tabulation of the Diseases of Mankind, 

Tlie state of health among the people differs in different times and in 
different places; and the principal purpose of the registration c>f diseases 
is to determine the degree of their variation in each district, and in each 
class of the population, as well as the extent to which they are modified 
by circumstances. 

The causes of insalubrity arc thus discovered at their sourco by death 
itself; and it is found that in many instances these causes admit of 
removal by sanatory measures. 

The deaths that are the direct result in any way of human agency 
undergo judicial investigation, which is often aided by the purely statis- 
tical inquiry. 

The difficulties that attend the inquiry into the diseases of a whole 
population are numerous. They may be referred to several heads, llie 
phenomena are sometimes exceedingly complicated, and thn?o of the 
greatest importance pass within the human body. Medicul science is, 
notwithstanding all its achievements, still imperfect; the medical observers 
all over the country arc not always familiar with the latest improvements 
in the practice of their art, and it often happens that they are only called 
to see their patients in the last days of illness. In parts of our towns, as 
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well as in remote parishes of the country, many young children and old 
people die without being seen by any medical man. 

No perfect record of the diseases of mankind can, therefore, we believe, 
be obtained iu the present state of civilization ; but experience justifies us 
in saying that the record of the ascertained facts, and of the opinions of the 
existing race of medical practitioners in Europe, is of value, and admits of 
many practical applications. 

Persons by whom the Cause of Death should be certified. 

The medical man who attends the sick in illness should be called upon 
( BeeP onnof in the case of death to give a certificate stating the diseases of which the 
Oertiflcate.) parents died, the duration of disease (when known), and the date of the 
last visit. 

Where any person dies who has not been attended by a qualified 
medical man, the body should be inspected, and the certificate filled up, 
when practicable, by a district health ofiicer, or by some specially- 
appointed medical man. 

The plan that is pursued in Geneva, in Brussels, in Paris, and in other 
cities, of appointing a medical officer to visit everybody, and to report 
independently on the cause of death to an appointed health officer, who has 
thus the opportunity of comparing the certificates from two sources, is 
calculated to insure accuracy, and deserves to be adopted in towns. But 
in the country districts economy of skilled labour is indispensable. If 
there the sick poor, while alive, are inadequately supplied with medical 
advice and medicines, it is vain to expect that two skilled officers can be 
specially employed to find out the causes of death. 

The public registers should embody in simple terms the last results of 
judicial or other investigations into the causes of death. 

Nomenclatare for Registers. 

Notwithstanding the differences of doctrine, there is now a general 
agreement all over Euiope in the designation of diseases, and popular 
terms can in many instances be employed without risk of inaccuracy. 

In each country — that the public register might be intelligible to the 
people — the common names should be used where they briefly and dis- 
tinctly designate a disease, except in cases where the vulgar name may be 
offensive. It is, however, desirable for statistical purposes that the names 
of diseases should be devoid of all ambiguity, and, to facilitate the abstracts, 
that they should be single. Such double names as are used in botany and 
the other sciences of natural objects would be cumbersome, and are not 
required. 

In the national register we recommend the use of the popular names ; 
substituting for them, however, the ordinary technical name whenever 
it is necessary for the sake of accuracy or of brevity. 

In popular and judicial nomenclature names have been employed expres- 
sive of imperfect knowledge of the causes of death, and some of these 
names must be adopted, llius, a person dies suddenly at home, and tho 
cause is not discovered; or a man is found dead from home, without 
evident injury ; such cases are returned under " sudden death," or simply 
*^ found dead," with the addition of any important circumstance. 

A class of names in universal use, such as *' dropsy," and frequently 
occurring in the mortuary registers, is looked upon with little favour by 
pathologists; some of whom have proposed that such names shall bo 
altogether discarded. And it is undoubtedly true that many cases of 
dropay, convulsion, paralysis, and other forms of disease are every day

tr^eil to organic lesion of tbe heart, kidncj, braiu, or otlier org»n : but 
cnn tliis bo ilone in all cases with all tho aa&istanceilenveiirrum thenutupef ^ 
Cnn tiielc»ian on which those diseases depend be discovered with certainty 
where tho medical man sees the patient only far a short tune under un- 
fnTnumble circumstances? 

The permiagiou to uus vague torma in these coses, it is objected, en- 
courages Dcgligence ; but the refusal to recogniic those terms tlinl t-xpress 
imperfect knowledge has an obvious tendency to uncourngc ruckleas con- 
jecture. It appears, therefore, to be a safer course to retain, for the preseni, 
terras of this kind, and at the sumc time to ut^e observers to refer spocilically 
to the primary organic lesion wherever it can bo satisfactorily determined. 

Certain deaths occur in birth, in teething, in puberty, in child-bearing, 
in the climacteric ages, in old age, which can be referred to do doSnite 
diaeaso — to no circumstanco except the peculiarities of the condition of the 
organization at those periods ; names designating these conditions must, 
therefor^ be rccognixcd. 

Nomenclature for Mortuary Table*. 

Latin Naues might be used in the Xutiona! Tablet of the causes of 
doalh, which would then be designated in n way everywhere inli-lligible 
among scientific men ; but ihe same object will be attained by using strictly 
synonymous terms in tho national idioms, A list of these nMincs in the 
Latin, Engliali, French, and German languages is appended.' 

The names which designate fatal diskases of coaiuoji i:>ct.'i;RREXOR, 
and wliich should appear in all the tables, are printed in the Nosology iu 
small capitals. 

Nomenetature of Diseases and Injuries lliat produce Sickness 
or Diiaoiliti/. 

It is evidently desirable to extend the some system of Dumeuchttarv 
to diseases which, though nut fatal, cuuse disability in the popuUtion, 
and now figuro in the tables of the diseases of armies, navies, hospitals, 
prisoiiis, lunatic iisylums, public institutions of every kind, and sickness 
societies, as well as in the census of countries like Ireland, where the 
diseases of all the people are enumerated. 

I have therefore Included in the general list the greater part of iliose 
diseases, such as ulcers, itch, blindness and inflrmilies of various kinds, to 
serve for the classlfiostion of tbe diseases that affect the health, as wtA\ m 
of diseases that are fatal. 

These diseases, as well as the diseases that are not prevalent In Europe, 
are omitted in the Mortuary List. 

Nosology : CukSsiFicATion of Diabases and Causes of Death. 

The causes of death wore tabulated in the early Bills of Mortality 
( 7Vj&/» nxir/uairer) alphabetically ! and this course has the advantage of not 
raisiug any of those nice ijuestioua in wUidi it is vain to Mcprcl {diysicion* 
and statists to agree unanimoualy. Bat statistics is emiuently n eeipDce i*f 
classification ; and it is evidetn. ou glancing at the subject cursorily, that 
any classification that brings together in groups diseases that have oon- 
siderable affinity, or that are liable la be confounded with each other, is 
likely (o facititate the deduction of general principles,

to facilitate his inquiries, niid to yield general results. 9 

The medical practitioner mtiy found his main divisions of iliseasoa ogj 
their treatment as medical or surgical ; ihu pnthologist, on the nature 
the morbid action or product ; the anatomist, or tht^ physiologist oi 
tissues and organs involved ; tbo medical jurist, on the xuddennesi o 
slowness: of the death ; and all these points well deserve attenliou in i 
statistical cla^siBcation. 

In the eyes of national statists the most important ekmeiits are, how* 1 
ever, brought into ai-eount in the ancient subdivision of diseases into 
plagues, or epidemics aijd endemics— into diseases of common occurrenc^il 
(sporadic diseases), wliicli may bo conveniently divided into three clusser" 
and into injuries llio immediate results of violence or of external causes. 

Class I. — Epidkmic, Enuemic, axd Costagiocs Diseases. — 
Zffmotici [ J/orii jiopulares, trel Demici ?] 

This elasa includes fever, small-pox, plague, influenza, cholera, and Iha 
other diseases which have tUe peculiar character of suddenly aitacking 
great numbers of people at intervals in unfavourable sanatory conditions. 
The diseases of this class distinguish one country from another — one year 
from another : they bavG formed opoehs in chronology ; and, as Niebuhr 
has shown, have influenced not only the fate of cities, such ns Athens «liA 
Florence, but of imipires ; they decimate armies, disable fleets ; they ttikA 
tho lives of criminals that justice has not condemned ; tbey redouble thd 
dangers of crowded hospitals j they infest the habitations of the poor, 
and strike the artizan in his strength down &oni comfort into helpless 
poverty ; they carry away the infant from the mother's breast, and ths 
old man at the end of life ; but their direst eruptions are excessively fatal 
to men in the prime and vigour of age. 

Pestilence and famine bavi* always obtained the special attention of 
govemmenis ; and epidomieni maladies have a special claim now to tlic 
attention of the statist, inasmuch as by prophylactic methods, of which 
vaccination is an example, and by hygienic arrangements, tho ravages of 
epidemics may he greatly diminished. They are more than other diseases 
under public control, and may be diminished to u large extent by sanatory 
niesBureB. 

The diseases of the class may be referred conveniently to four groups, 
of which (I) fever, (2) syphilis, (3) scurvy, and (4) worms, are types, 

Kew names are wanted to designate new groups of phenomena, which 
might perhaps be less eijuivocally designated by letters of the alphabet ; 
but, to assist the memory, words have been employed whicli, by their 
etymology, will suggest the group. We do not, however, iu any case 
accept the etymological sense as a de/tnitioji or a deacrq>tion of the group 
of causes which a name designates. Thus, parts of the body undergo a 
specific transformation in the diseases of tho tirat class, and they have 
been de^gnated Ziuotic diseases (Zymotici) iu England, without any 
intention to imply that these diseases arc fermentations. 

The list has been drawn up so as to include all the principal diseases 
.which have prevailed as epidemics or endemics ; and alt those whidi aro 
communicable eitht r by Unman contract or by animals in a state of disease 
as well as the diseases that result from the scarcity and the detcrioation 
of the necessary kinds of fnod, or from parasitic animals. 
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Tho Miatmalie diMottt (Order I ) arc ilitTuaible lliroiigh ihe oir or wntcT, 
anil are Bttendtd by fivers of vnriouH fomis; tlio iiiuMcr by which ihcy 
are communicnled i« cicrivfd from tlio hiiinnn body (bb in sniall-pox) or 
from the earth (as in ague). (Types : snmll-pox, iigue.) 

The Enlhtlir dinfostt (Order 2) (from uBim, put in, iinjilADlcd) niay be 
properly called fontaijiou*, na thoy are coiiiniunicaiMl by contrnut, puDC- 
turo, or inocculiition. (TyjreB: syphilid, gUuderM}. The venom passes 
through the akin. 

The Dietie dinemes (Order 3) arise when the blood is suppb'cd with 
improper or bnd food. (Types : scurvy, ergotism.) 

The PaTafitie diseases (Order 4.) attack especially dii-ty populations, 
and infest the skin, the ititeetinal canal, and all the structures of the liody. 
They are rarely fatal ; and many pathologists contend t.bRt the parasitic 
vegetable or animal products are the accidental consequcnocR of the 
diBea.<iea which they accompany. 

Tlie subsequent diseases fall nndcr two great diifscB dilTt^iig tnoit in 
the projMrty which those of the first class have of jiervailing sevenil organs 
at once, or in BueccMion ; while the diaeascs of the other claiia consist 
caeentinlly of functional or alrnctnral derangements of particiilar organs of 
the huiunn boily. 

Cl\8S II. — CoxsTFrcTiONAL Diseases. — Cadiectiei. 

The diseases of this class are sporadic ; they arc Boraetimes discovered 
to be hereditary! they ore mrcly confined to onp part, but before death 
ensues they aflect soveral organs, in which new morbid products ore cXUm 
deposited. 

'llie Jirst order of Diathetic dueasei iucludes gout, dropsy, cancer, 
mortification. 

The srcond order of ttibereular di»eASi-9 includes scrofula, tabcfi mcsen- 
lerica, consumption, and hydrocephalus. 

Class III. — Local Diseases — Monnrganiei. 

There are sporadic diaoascs, in which the functions of particular organs 
or Bysteras are dbturbed or obliterated with or without inJtamnwIioH and 
its products : Bomc of the diseases arc hereditary. 

The diseases of the brain, spinal marrow, and nerves, form Ihe first 
order ( 1 ), under the designation of the diseases of the nervous xysloni, or, 
more briefly, brain dtscasce. The diseases of the oi^ans (3) of rireulntion, 
(3) of respiration, (4) of dige^ilion, and (5) of the urinary, (6) reproduc- 
tive, (7) locomotive, and (8j integuincntary systems, conatiiute eight 
orders of local diseases. 

[The division into general and local diseases is found to work well ; as 
functional disorder is more easily discovered ihiui the precise nature of the 
lesions of internal organs which an- rarely examined aflcr death. Tbo 
evidence may be sufficient to show that there is disease in the brain, or 
llie chest, or the intostinesi but may no! enable the observer lo determine 
whether it is or is not iho result of imfiammatioii. Such cases are claiscd 
as " diseases of the biain," &c.] 

Class IV.— Develomikstal DiSKASca. — .VtirmorpMri. 

Tlie /ittux in ultra, the infuiil prematurely bom, the infant in (he act of 
birth, or shortly allcr birth : (he ihiM In ihc fir«t or second (etihing t ths 
boy or thi' girl at the iige of puberty ; (lie woman in childbirth, or at tho 
critical Bgi- when (he riproUueiive fonelien ceases ; the [HTson cf advanced 
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agc^-are &U liable to poculinr disorders, which in cort&in inBtnacM a 
euusee of death, and are in the commoD nomonclaturc designated '' 
" birth," " premature birih," " infantile debility," " malformation^ 
•'teething," "chlorosis," " childbirtli," "climacteric disease,'' "old age; 
Wo place all the cases in this class apart, and join with them atrophy o 
asthenia, and what is sometimes called "prematun? old sge," in which t" 
nutritive process is interrupted, without other evident disease. They afi 
all the iooidental attendants on the formative, reproductive, and natrid^ 
processes ; or the results of undetected diseases at the periods of life wfat 
those processes undergo great changes. 

Class V. — Violest Deaths or Diseases. — Thanatici. 

All the preceding diseases are modifled, and some arc induced, 
external agents ; but the present class comprises the evident results 
physical and chemical forces acting on the orgnaiiixation. Bnriu, 
aspliyxias, wounds, poisonings, stings, are types of tlio several sub orders 
of the class. 

Fire, asphyxia, mechanical forces, poisons, stings, induce spociBe.] 
diseases, which present a regular succession of phenomena, and sbonr 
in all cases have names. Thus, as it is the " burn " and not the fire thi 
ia the cause of death ; so it is the disease to which " arsenic " gives ri3e,| 
rather than the arsenic, that we should register. 

Human agency plays so important a part in this class, that it might be 
made the basis of the division into orders. Thus a man may die (1) " 
glorious death in battle (pro patria mori) ; be may die (2) by 
homicide (murder, manslaughter) ; he may die (3) ignominiously on the 
scaffold (execution) ; or, (4) abandoning tlie post iu which God hA3 placed 
him, he may take away his own life (suicide) ; (5) he may die by a surgical 
operation ; and (6) he may die by accident. 

If this grouping be adopted, the mode in which death is produced by 
wounds, chemical injuries, poisons, asphyxias, and mechanical force^ 
would form secondary heads. 

Secondakt ANAtrais of Cadses of Death. 

At the instance of the Registrar General, instructions have been prepared A 
tuder the several heads of the Nosoloffff, for the use of medical men and 
coroners in England.* In ibe several countries of Europe similar instrne- 
tions would be required, and might be modified so as to meet the peculiar 
circnmstanees of each nation. ' 

The most important point to attend to in the instructions is the regia^ 
tration of the secondary dUeatet which intervene in the course of other 
diseases, and the record of the duration of every fatal disease. 

To render the analysis of the eautes of death complete, it will be necea- 'J 
eary to subject a certain number of them to a necond analys'u ; showlngi 
for example, the various ways in which ckUttbirth is fatal, the circumstances 
in which fatal aceuienfa occur, the cases of measlet that terminate in J 
bronchitis or pneumonia, of scarlatina that pass into dropty, and the ' 
duration of each fatal case. These analyses would be interesting chiefly \ 
to medical statists. 

CONCLUSIOK. 

I have thus sketched in outline the el a ssi Heat ion of diseases from the ' 
'Statistical point of view, and have arranged liiem all under the five grou|M ' 
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of Epidemic diseases (zjmotici or demici), Constitutional diseases 
Tcachectici), Local diseases (monorganici), Developmental diseases 
(metamorphici), and diseases that are the direct result of violence 
(thanati). 

The general statist will gain a notion of the three first classes, hj com- 
paring them with the disorders arising in a most elaborate machine 
— from electrical, magnetic, or chemical action, and from the wear and 
tear of its particular parts. The fourth class is exemplified hj defects 
of construction and by general decay. The fifth class is represented by 
the act of breaking the machine to pieces, disintegrating it parts, and 
putting an end to its movements, which when once stopped cannot bo 
recommenced. 

By studying the causes which are injurious and fatal to men in our 
countries and in our cities, statists will contribute to the removal of evils 
which shorten human life and to the improvement of the race of men, so 
that citizens of civiliased States may be made to excel barbarians as much 
in strength as they do in the arts of peace and of war. 

In the words of Bacon, '' If physicians [and we may add governments] 
*' will learn and use the true approaches and avenues of nature, they may 
*' assume as much as the poet saith — 

'^ Et guoniam variant morbiy vatiabimus artes ; 
" AfiUe mail species^ mille salutis erunt.'*

Suggestions to [^English"] Medical Practitioners respecting the mode of 

returning the Causes of Death. 

(1.) State the causes of doatli in terms as precise and brief as 
])Ossible; and use, if convenient^ the names recommendrd in the Nosology, 
for the sake of uniformity. The space asstigned for the entry in the 
Register Book will contain about ten words. 

(2.) Write the causes of deatli, where there are more than one, under 
each other, in the order of thtir appearance, and not in the presumed 
order of their importance. 

(3.) The duration of primary and secondary diseases in tliose retumd 
will always be considered to imply the time intervening betwwn the first 
appearance of well-marked characteristic symptoms and death. Small-pox, 
scarlatina, erysipelas, typhus, and all febrile and inflammatory diseases. 
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should, however, be dated from the rigours and sjmptoms, not from the 
later appearance of the eruptions, Ike. The time in the certificate, opposite 
the primary disease will, therefore, include the whole term of illness. 
Thu3 :— 

r Scarlatina maligna - - - 21 days, 

t Purulent infiltration - - - 7 days (p.m.) 

implies that the earliest symptoms of scarlatina occurred 21 days before 
death, tliat 7 days before death purulent infiltration was observed, and 
that a post mortem inspection of the body was instituted. So —

The term "vaccinated" is preferable to " after vaccination," for the 
latter as generally employed is ambiguous. 

By the method now recommended, the use of conjunctive particles and 
other unimportant words is avoided. " Delirium tremens, brought on by 
excessive drinking of spirituous liciuors (6 days)," might be abridn^ed 
thus :— 

f Excessive use of spirits 

( Delirium tremens - - . . 6 days 

The former arrangement does not show clearly to what the duration 
(6 days) refers. 

No attempt should be made to guess the duration of latent stages of 
diseases ; but it will generally be possible to fix on a point of time near 
the access, when the patient had no symptoms of disease, and another, 
when the symptoms were unequivocal ; if the disease be dated from the 
middle point of the intervening time, the results will admit of comparison. 
The duration should be stated in minutes or hours, when the disease is 
fatal in less than 48 hours ; in days, in diseases of less than 50 days' 
duration ; in weeks or years, for diseases of still longer duration. Month 
is an uncertain measure of time ; when used in the returns, it will be 
deemed the twelfth part of a year. 

(4.) State, in fatal cases of small-pox, whether vaccination had been 
performed with effect, and when ; and in smallpox, measles, scarlatina, 
typhus, rheumatism, mania, delirium tremens, apoplexy, and the like 
diseases, whether it bo the second, third, &c. attack, whenever the 
patient has sustained more attacks than one. In ague, epilepsy, convulsive 
diseases, angina pectoris, syncope, and other maladies which occur in fits 
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or paroxysmsy date the illness from the first fit ; and add the duration of 
the last fatal fit ; thus, epilepsy 5 years ; last fit 6 hours. 

(5.) Surgeons, in all cases of operation, should return (a) the primary 
disease or injury ; (6) the operation ; (c) the secondary diseases, such as 
erysipelas, purulent deposits^ &c. and should state also the time from 
commencement of the primary diseases — the time from the operation — and 
the time from the appearance of secondary disease, reckoning in each 
instance to the death. Example : 

" Femoral hernia - . - - 3 years. 

I Strangulated - - - - 70 hours. 

-i Operation - - - - - 60 hours. 

I Peritonitis - • - - 45 hours. 
I Heart and kidneys diseased (p.m.) 

(6.) It sometimes happens that the nature of the fatal disease cannot 
be discovered — even after a post mortem examination of all the organs — 
and still more frequently in the absence of an examination. In such cases 
it is better to name one or more of die leading symptoms and peculiar 
appearances than to assign a specific cause on imperfect, inadequate 
evidence. P.M. should be added when the causes of death have been 
verified by a post mortem inspection. 

(7.) Certificates of the causes of death are received from Members of 
the Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons ; Licentiates of the London 
Society of Apothecaries ; Medical Graduates of an University ; Prac- 
titioners legally qualified by having been in practice before 1815. 

If the forms should by accident fall into the hands of any UNQUALI- 
FIED PRACTITIONER, he is recommended not to fill them up.

N.B. — In every case of violent death it should be stated in tho 
register whether the death was (Ist) in dottle; or was (2d^ excusable or 
justifiable homicide; (3d) manslaughter; (4th) suicide; (5th) murder, 
infantidde, fratricide, parricide : (6th) execution. 

The instruments employed, where human agency is concerned, as well 
as the animals, machines, and poisons or other bodies whereby the injury 
is inflicted, should be stated in all cases. The place of death or of injurj, 
and the time which elapsed between the infliction of the injury and death 
should also be recorded. At the same time, the statement should be 
made as concise as it is clear and comprehensive. 
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Lists of Causes of Death ; for Use in the Construction of Mortuary 

Tables. 

Tho following pages (pp. 94 — 96) contain two lists of causes of death. 
The first, — ^that on the left side, — may be called the Tabular List, and 
comprises all the heads which it is proposed to admit into the complete 
tables, and under which all deaths, from whatever cause, must be dis- 
tributed. It represents those diseases which, under the same terms, or 
terms strictly synonymous with them, are found in practice to occur most 
frequently in the English registers. If the list were extended, by admitting 
into it the numerous modifications of disease that appear in the registers, 
it is obvious that the sheets would be too cumbrous for working, and that 
the tables made from them would be inconvenient for reference. Opposite 
each head in the working sheet will be a line on which the deaths can bo 
indicated by penmarks, and vertical lines will be drawn for the distinction 
of ages. 

The Supplemental List is subordinate to the first, and contains tho 
principal special diseases which it may be considered desirable to note. But 
it should be observed, that evert/ case marked here must also be enumerated 
under one or other head in the tabular list. The tabular heads under 
which it is proposed to place such special cases are shown by references in 
figures. In distributing the special cases over the tables they should, of 
course, be referred to those heads to which they are most nearly allied. It 
will be found that the special cases arc few, and will not affect the larger 
numbers in the tables to any important extent. In England it has heen 
usual to note any special case by writing the age opposite the particular 
head. This list may be always extended at pleasure by the pen, but it is 
convenient to have as many special diseases as is possible within practicable 
limits, printed on the working sheet.

REGISTRAR-aENERAL On the INTERNATIONAL STATISTICAL CONGBESS 

held at Paris in 1855. 



General Register Office^ 
Sir, October 1855. 

The Statistical Congress was convened by the Goyemniient of the 
Emperor of the French, and met in Paris on September loth, 1855. 
I was appointed to attend the Congress by you, and I had the honor to 
be associated on this occasion with Mr. Fonblanque and his assistant 
Mr. Valpy, of the Board of Trade. Viscount Ebrington and the 
Bev. Wyatt Edgill represented officially the London Statistical Society. 
Professor Leone Levi was delegated by some of the English Chambers of 
Commerce. The English representatives, with Dr. Greenhill, Dr. Balfour, 
Dr. Barnes, Dr. Johnson, Mr. Taylor, Mr. S. Brown, and others, attended 
in the sections where subjects with which they were most conversant 
were under discussion. 

Jn conformity with the instructions of the Lords Commissioners of 
H^r Majesty's Treasury, I have the honor to submit to you a Report on 
the proceedings of the Congress. 

The Congress was in its first conception, and remains still, a purely 
practical institution : its main object is to bring the statistical in- 
formation about the population, property, agriculture, industry, commerce, 
and administration of civilized states into forms, in some respects identical, 
in others analogous, and always admitting of strict and ready comparison. 

In former ages the various governments of the world often concealed 
evierything that could throw light on the condition of their people or on 
the resources of their states. When policy was a mystery it did not rely 
on truth, but on craft; and rarely took counsel of statistical science, 
which deals openly with facts, expressed in numbers, and seeks to apply 
to the affairs of nations the exact methods which in the hands of 
scientific men have already brought home from all the kingdoms of nature 
rich harvests for mankind. 

The frank endeavours of the Governments of civilised states to 
enlighten and to aid each other, is a new and an auspicious sign. 

In the programmes as well as in the discussions of Brussels and Paris, 
great discretion was exercised in eliminating everything that was likely 
to interfere with religious creeds or to excite the susceptibilities of nations 
living under different forms of government; and within the prescribed limits 
ample scope was found for discussions and inquiries, interesting to every 
government that has at heart the welfare of its people. 

England sent a delegate to the first Congress ; France was represented 
there officially by M. L^goyt ; Austria was represented by Baron Czoemig ; 
Prussia by Mr.'Dieterici ; Spain by M. Ramon de la Sagra. Nearly all Ihe 
small states and all the large states of Europe were represented, not only 
by men, like M. Villerme, eminent in statistical science, but by officiid 
delegates, except Russia, who did not send a representative to the Congress, 
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*nd tlius isolating herself, rvfused lu Ivaru iVoiu the ^talistical ecieuce of 
Europe^ in i8_;3 the lesiuiis vhkh the has learnt by bitter cxperieacv in 
fi';^ from tlio unuies of Kiiglaii<l and Frani».

For the transaction of business, the Congress was subdivided into four 
sections, which met at nine o'clock in the morning, and worked every day 
in committto until one o'clock, when the Reports, as iliey were completed, 
were rend, discussed, and voted &t the public sittings. The following 
HUbjects wore discussed and reported on by the Congress. 

First section. — Statistical nosology ; statistics of itisanily ; slnlisdcs 

of epidemics; statistics of accidents. 

Second section. — Staiisttca of agriculture; etatisties of roails rwlway^ 

and ways of walrT communication ; gtatiatics of fuR'igo commerce. 

Third section. — Judicial statistics, criminal and civil ; tabltt uf crimee 

and oftences, su declared by the penal legislation of each state; 

statistics of penitentiary establishments. 

Fourth station. — Statistics of provident institutions; slatidtics of great 

By those who have compared the statistics of England with the 
statiailcs of other countries it is admitted that, both in the statistics of 
population and of commerce, we have many things (hat are wurlhy of 
their imitation. It wilt be, liowever, of most practiciil use to bring 
under your notice now only a few of the imporlaui doAciencies In 
English statistics, as indicated as well by the practices of certain stalea 
as by tlio opinions of the Cvnitress. 

The ofRcial account of the transactions, containing nil the Reports, will 
be shortly published by the French Government. And I shall have the 
honor to submit to you tho whole of the Reports and tlic Recommend alions 
of the Congress as soon as I receive printed copies from M. Legoyt, the 
secretary. 

I noticed in my first Report that the Congress recommended tlw «on- 
structimi of territorial maps on the scale of 1— a^oo (= 0004), which ia 
little less than tlie common English scule of2(i§ inches lo a mile. A map 
of tho territory and of the configuration of a country is the basis of its 
atatietics ; yet a raap on the above scale, though comuu-uoKl fur some time^ 
is making Uttle progress in Great Britain. 

A map on the larger scale of i in 500, was recommended by lite 
Consress for towns. 

With maps of this kind, on which every plot uf ground in ttie kingdom 
is laid down, a registry of land and houses could be easily and accurately 
carried out. England is now divided into 61S districts, comprising sab- 
districts, which again arc composed of townithips or parishes ; and each is 
referretl to in the census index by numbers, on the plan of the booksi 
chapters, and verses uf the Bible. Thus in the la«t census 155 1 1 ; i ; is 
the nunurieal designation of Hundon district (135); Harrow sub-dis- 
trict (i) ; Harrow-on-lhe-HiU parish (1). It is only neccasary to add S

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fourtli EtHes of figures to desigoate cncli plot of ground, whether boill on 
or not, irlieLher it has or has not a nnme on tlio nutp ; and by itA namber 
and ita rolalivo position it could be immediately identitied. 

If the owner of each of the fields or plots of land in the counlry were 
registered before a competejit court, nnd lind ntamped ofiJciiU copies of the 
rcgiatar, with single counterparts of the map, numbered, the posseasion of 
land would be secured, and exchangi.^s of ownership aimplitiod. I^iIm 
of absolute owneri^hip on this plan would bo as brief as a fire potmd 
not£, and leases for short or long terms would be equally brief; partial, 
temporary, reversionary, ctirtain or contingent ownership — of land laid 
down and identified on the great map, might be secured by titlen of littie 

The Statistical Congress at Paris adverled to ftTiothor evident usu of % 
great mn[i, on the same scale as sumo of tJiu foreign maps : it would 
facilitate- the operation of taking tlie breadth of land under rarious crops, 
and of determining the annual produce of die eartli : ugricullurul statistici 
would become mure accurals and less difficult. 

The utility of a good system of aunual agricultural returns is sufficiently 
apparent ; but the advantage of ascertaining every year, on a large scalc^ 
the produce of different soils, under different crops and different kinds of 
culture, through good and bad times, in every county of England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland, has not been sufficiently noticed, any more thaa the 
advautagcs of determining the laws that regulate the growtli and die 
mortality of every kind of stock, both in a scientific and practical point 
of view. 

The P:nglish census of 1851 contains the best account extant of any 
people elasfiifled under ages and occupations ; but we have yet in England 
no industrial statistics — no complete account of the shops, workshops, manu- 
factories, and great productive works of the United Kingdom — of their 
organization, or of their produce. The distribution of produce in the 
home markets is very imperfectly known. 

It is evident that our commercial statistics must be imperfect under 
these circumstances. Mr. Fonblanque will report on this subject 

One of the reproaches with wJiich this country was justly chargeable, at 
Brussels, as I reported to you, applies to it no longer. Scotland haa Dow 
in operation a system under which the births and deaths are registered, 
as well as the greater part of the marriages. Thu practice of iiregalar 
surreptitious marriages, even to a limlled extent, has undoubtedly been 
prejudicial to the staid morality, family life, and population of Scotland. 
It will, we may hope, soon cease, and then all the marriages will be 
registered. 

Ireland Las no civil registry of births or of deaths ; and the marriagea 
of the protestant part of the community alone are registered by the Regis- 
trar General of inland. The statists of Europe hear of this defect with 
astonishment. It is in many ways injurious to the people of Ireland, as it 
n-nders the proof of their pedigree difficult ; and when they have occasion 
to insure their lives, and even at other times, they are deprived of tho 
readiest way of proving their ago. The sanitary state of the country also 
remains imperfectly known. At the census great expense is incurred in 
collecting iroui the living imperfect accounts of the numbers, ages, and 
diseases of the dead during the ten preceding years. A Registrar General 
and a registration slati" already exist in Ireland ; so all that is required 
ia that they should be enabled to do their work, and actually to register 
the births, deaths, and marriages of the population. 

The cause of the neglect of registration in Ireland is misunderstood ; 
for by some it is viewed as a form of English oppression, by others it 13 
ucxibed to the opposition of the Boman catholic priests. Now " * ' 
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has nerer ofTerml anj opposition to suck a mcnsuro ; anil as civil rcgis- 
tnttion t'xiate in Bclgiiim, Friii]<'e, and othi-r Romnn catliolic countries, 
as well OS in England und Scotliind, it Ims evidently in it nothing in- 
compatibli' with the practice of IIil- Roman ctitliolic cliarrli. Such 
Arninj^ementa iihould bo made as might pryvunt any tntcrfi-n'nee with the 
intiome that the priest, under the voiuiitair syetcin in Ireland, necessarily 
draws from marringes, bapti!*m«, and burinls. 

The English schedules in the Registratiun Act do not yut contnin some 
important hoadt of information already in certain foreign ecln-dultM i and 
the measures umlcr the Code Napoleon lo Becure the authenticity of the 
recorded facts arc more likely to bo efiectual than the arrangemi-nta under 
the English Act. The registration of Brussels, which will illustrate tlio 
French system, is dcscrihed in a separate paper. 

The question of the umformily of weights, meatvret, and money was not 
on the programme; but, adverting to the facility which common unitioA 
would afford to the comparative statistics of all countries, the Congresa 
osprcHsed n wish to see brought into use a uniform syvtera.* 

I shall not discuss tliis question here; but before a change so eileusive 
in its operation can be carried out, it would, I think, be well that cuunlrle* 
abould agree to publish ttiuir statistical in their own weights, measureei 
or moneys, with an additional column expressing the relative c|uantitiet 
in some one standard. This standard, as rcgardit mcasnrcii and weights, 
should be the metrical decimal system, which, with some modern exten- 
sions, will be the heat, and be the most likely to be generally adopted. 
It forms a synimetrieal system, is generally applicable, and affords grc«t 
facilities for every kind of calculstion. 

The <|uantities that wo express In yardt and miJiu would on this plan 
likewise be expressed, in the principal English Tables, in melert and kilo- 
mtltrt; the itwUtt being not i-ioth mure than a yard, the kilometer, or 
looo meters, not i— lotn more than a thousand yurds.'f' The c|UBntilics 
that are exprestied in acres and tqnare milet would also bo expressed in 
hectara and square iilomelert. The quantities that we denote by ctdne 
yards would also be expressed in ctMc meters. The liter, which is a 
somewhat smaller measure than our quart, and the beetotiler (loo liters 
or rather less than our sack of 3 bushels), wtlU tlnir deeuuals, would 
express the quantities that we meaj«ure by quarts, gallons, btu/ids, 
fuarters, Imgsheads. The kiloliter, or 1000 liters, is the equivalent of 
the tun of our old ale measure, llio kilogram (tlie weight of a liter 
of water, nearly s^ lbs. avoirdupois,) the quintal (100 kilograms) und the 
miUier, (1000 kilograms,) would denote all the quantities tiiat wc express 
in avoirdupois or troy pounds, hundrinb, and tuns. 

If lite quantities in the great summary tables were expressed in the 
national weights and measures, and in these con ven lion ally iuterualioual

Statistical Boasd. 

In s, small family, a small shop, or a small community, lending a simple 
life, where the persona, the property, and the transuctions arti well knoim 
Wi the governing bead, no records are required for his information ; no 
accounts are kept. But if the family, the shop, or the township grows 
fP'etit, — if it expands into a Taat establishment, a mercantile cunc«ni, or 
a state, — if it derives its income from various sources, — is engaged in & 
multitude of transactions, — employs a great Tariety of agents and powers 
in combination, — is opposed to rivals, in struggles for foreign possessions, 
for power, or for existence in its own territory, — a classified account of 
its Slock, its coDdition,^its transactions, its changes, and its forces becomes 
tndispensible. Without it the lious>^ falls into confusion ; the operationa 
of the mercantile concern ere embarrassed at every step ; the state is iU- 
govcmed, paralyzed, or ruined. 

Such an account of a State is called its Statistics, arranged so as to 
display its elements, exhibit their combinations, and elicit the laws which 
regulate its state or development. 

The utility of statistics, af^r long experience, is universally felt ; and 
statistical inquiries are now instituted in every state of Europe, but not 
on a plan or a scale commensurate with the importance of the subject. 
This was th«i opinion of the Congress of Brussels ; and nt Paris an able 
report of the second section was read by Baron Cziernig, suggesting the 
creation of a central statistical board iu each country.* 

The proposal met with the approbation of the practical men present, 
and received the full sanction of the Congress. In Belgium 
which were in confusion, have been reduced by the cenin 
into a well-digested work, which is of the greatiist utie, uad reflects glory 
on the admin istratioR of the enlightened sovereign (if that kingdom. 

In the British empire a hoard to plan and to digest the iiatioiinl 
statistics is more necessary than it is on (he coutiuenl : the population is 
more numerous than it is in any continental empire, and it is iliffusi'd over 
a vast extent of territory, i»-idely separated from the eeat of guvenimeot 1 
the occupations of the people are subdivided into innumerable bnuichea 1

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If it should be held, after a full conaidemtion of the present c 
stntistieal inquiry, that the statistics of tliia country cannot be so 1 
drawn up by one person or by one dopartnicnt as by tht? scTfral exUting I 
departinenta acting in concert, and represcnti-d in a board, then some I 
such arrangements as thu following might be adopted, and would, I tbink, I 
be found to work. I 

I shall not attempt here to suggest the outlines of a complele system of I 
statistics for this country and its dependencies, but, taking the exisUii|r 1 
establishments, endeavour to point out how iho special knowledge <m 1 
diflbi'ent offices might be made available, wliile tlie whole may bo I 
organized so as to obtain the advantages of unity of design and uniformity ( 
of execution. 

(i.) Finance Statistics. — The fioondal operations of this country are 1 
directed, conlrolled, and carried on chiefly by the Treasury, the Audit I 
Board, the Paj-master-Goneral, the ConuniBsiouors of National Debt, the ^ 
Comptroller of the Exchequer, and the Master of the Mint. The annual 
accounts of tlie revenue, expenditure, debt, and stock of tlie nation should 
be thrown into a statistical form. A small statistical branch in one of 
these offices, perhaps the Treasury, would prepare the finance statistics, 
for the annual or periodical reports. 

(a.) Population and Htalth Slatiiticx. — The census of Great Britain 
for 1851 was taken by the Registrar- General for England, with the aid 
of two asiiisiaots and an additional staff of clerks. The census of Ireland , 
WM taken by the Registrar- General for Ireland and an assistant eom- 
miasioner. 

The census, the registration of births, deaths, and marriages, and all the 1 
other matters connected witti the population and their occupations, could I 
be conveniently dealt with in the 

Office of the Registrar General of England.

(3.) Sickneis StaliMtirt would be a separate branch, to be reported on I 
by the Board of Health, and the Registrar of Friendly Societies, ' 
connection with tlio factory and mine inspectors. 

'1 he C om mis -lion ers in Lunacy would prepare a i-eport on the lunatics I 
and idiots of the kingdom. 

(4.) Poor Law and Friendly Society ond Charity Stalislici. — Thia 
branch is connected with the two preceding, as infirmity and poverty are -I 
particular states of parts uf the population. This special branch oft 
statistics deals with the various degrees and causes of inflrmity and 1 
of poverty; the amounts expended ou relief of various kinds; the eflfectd of J 
such relief on (he poor. Digests of the expenditure and records of I 
the operation of charitable institutions and of almsgiving on the people I 
may bo prepared ; and a particular account should be given of the I 
friendly societies and other societies for affording succour to the working 1 
classes. A statistical branch of the Poor Law Hoard may be charged with 1 
this report. 

(5.) Statistic* of Learning, Art, and Science. — Periodical reports would I 
exhibit the progress of education, Ijtei-alure, art, and ecience, in all our I 
institutions, including in separate sections the several classes of schools, I 
the athcnxums, the universities, the learned socictie.s ^bc British Museum 1 
and public libraries, the publication of book:^, ]icriodicals, and newspapers, I 
A small branch, in the Privy Council Olliec, might bo charged to collect I 
and digest all the information that can be obtained under this head. 

(€.) Church Statistics^ — A statistical account of the state and of the I 
changes in the clergy, in the churches and chapels, and in the people] 
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attL'iiding, m&y be prepared in tbc office of one of tlie Ecclraiutical 
Coni missions. 

(;.) JuiMcial StalUtki, Criminal attd dril, — Reports niid returns, u 
correct &s can bo procured, must be obtained, (l) of the crimet commitud; 
(i) of the criminals detected, summarily convicted, or committed j of the 
decisioua of justices of the peace, of stipendiary and other iiiagtstrotcs, of 
coroners' jui-ies, of judges, in the wveral cla8»('3 of courts ; of tlie results 
of tlio trials ; of the average time that the trials occupy ; of the numbw 
and condition of each class of prisoners under scutt^'nco for iMch class of 
crime : and other circumstances illustrative of tho causes and conso- 
quonces of crime, would bo comprehended in this report. The Bankruptcy 
and Insolvent courts, the Comity courts, tho courts in which civil actions 
of every liind are tried, and the Chancery courts, would all contribute 
new and most important iofovmation. 

A etiitistical brnncli nt the Home Office, where 
laid the foundations of this brunch ol our statist 
report, aided by the police, and the prison inspectoi 

(8.) Slatisliei of Trade, Commerce, Manufacturrt, and Agrictdturt. — 
The extensive reports on the ti-ade and coniiucrce of the coiiiilry would 
be prepared by the statistical department of ttiu Board of Trade, with 
the assistance uf tho revenue deparlmeuts. 

Three new working sections in connection with this department are 
required, embracing — 

(i.) Ways of eommunication (roads, railroads, canals, navigable 
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(a.) Agriculture. 

(3.) Manufactures and industry generally. 

The lirst section may bi> conducted in the oflicc of the Inrlosuro Com- 
missioners, which nmy be in connnunicatiun with the Ordnance Map 
department and the officers of the Geological Survey. The last section 
may be dealt with in connection with the Census. 

(0.) Arati/ Sl-tiUlicit. Tbc army reports should show its exact organi- 
sation, civil and military; its dassi's, its annual recruits, its auniul 
losses by batth-, wounds, diseases, dcfertiona, captures; its physical 
condition, its sickness, its punishments, its achii-venients as fur as they can 
be expressed in numbers; 11 clnssified view of the articles in »Iore (in 
the handn of the depurlmenis), of thofc supplied and destroyed in Uie 
yenr ; the value and cost ]<it man of all the inijiortanl iteuis of expen- 
diture, well clasaififd. 

A section in the War Office wnuld prejiure these stnliMtics, The 
Ontnnnce, the Royal Kngincers, the Artillery-, would, as fe^mrale classes, 
be included in the report. The ordnance supplies lo the Aoty would bo 
writien otf, and would appear in the Navy report. 

(loj jN'ory SlatixUcs. — The -Vary rrport would Iw on the same plan aa 
the A«ny report, presenting precise views of the state and changes of men, 
ships, dockyards, und establishments of everj' kind. Tlie value and the 
annual expenditure of stores, ships, anus, men, would he analyzed. The 
marines would be treated in a separate section. Tlie merchant seamen 
and the coast guard would )>e also reported on. A statisiirnl branch of 
the Admiralty would draw up this report, rciluce the tables, and perform 
the necessary calculations. 

(1 1.) Colonial Stalislics. — Some statistical forms are equally applicable lo 
the United ICingdom and to the Colonies ; others would be special. A 
statistical branch of the Colonial Office would draw up the report, rrdnra 
the facts in the colonial returns into tubular forms, and make the necnsarjr 
calculations. 



(3.) Tl 
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The Emicrration Commissioners would co-operate with this branch of the 
Colonial Office and with the Registrars-General of the United Kingdom. 

(i2.) Indian Statistics. — Much valuable statistical information has been 
collected in India, and some of it has been published. In addition to the 
budget which is now brought before Parliament^ a statistical account of 
that great portion of the British empire would be prepared by the statis- 
tical department of the India House. 

(13.) Foreign Statistics,— A series of statistical returns would be sent 
home annually by the foreign ministers and consuls, which should be 
classified and analyzed at the statistical departments in England con- 
versant with the several subjects, assisted by such comments and informa- 
tion as the Foreign Office could furnish. 

The General Statistical Board might consist of — 
(x.) A president. 

A vice-president. 

The head of the statistical department of the Board of Trade 
and the heads of such other of the statistical departments 
as the Government might designate from time to time. 
(4.) A member nominated by the House of Lords. 
(5.) A member appointed by the Speaker of the House of Conmions. 
(6.) A member nominated by the Statistical Society of London. 
(7.) Two members distinguished by their statistical and scientific 

works, nominated by Her Majesty's Government. 
(8.) A secretary and an assistant secretary. 
The board might appoint special reporters annually on any of the 
several subjects ; and thus every table would be explained and adequately 
discussed by competent men. 

On some such plan as this the whole scheme of the statistics of the empire 
may be organized, so as to exhibit the principal facts and their relations 
to each other in a single volume. The more detailed statistical returns 
and reports of the several departments, ns well as those called for by the 
Houses of Parliament and the Government, may be thrown into good 
well-considered forms, the trouble of consulting and using them being 
greatly diminished by the publication of the necessary calculations, with 
the " raw material," from which the results are derived. 

Such a board, if the appointments were judiciously made, would carry 
out the objects which the two international Congresses held to be of great 
importance to all nations : it would prepare a body of statistics of imme- 
diate utility to our own country in the present day, and that would 
be studied with profit and interest by every successive generation of 
Englishmen. The preliminary labours, if commenced now, would enhance 
the utility of the next session of the Statistical Congress, which, after 
having been so well received in Brusseb and in Paris, will, it is hoped, 
be next held in London. • 

Classification of Diseases. 

In the most advanced nations of Europe the causes of every death are 
registered, and although large numbers of the people die everywhere 
without that medical aid which should " come to all," still such infor- 
mation is obtained as furnishes valuable evidences of the health of the 
people, or of the unwholesome and pestilential agencies which surround 
them. The Congress of Paris agreed to a nomenclature of tlie causes of 
death, essentially the same as that in use in England and Geneva. It 
adjourned to the next Congress the decision of the important question 
of statistical classification. 
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I submit to jou the project which I have drawn up in order that it 
might be well considered with a view to a settlement at the next 
Congress. 

The violent deaths in England were very imperfectly returned by the 
coroners when the first edition of the statistical nosology was framed, so 
that it was very often left uncertain whether deaths by drowning, by 
falls, by poison, and by other causes, were accidents, suicides, or homicides. 
Considerable improvement has since taken place in the coroner's inquest, 
and still further improvement may bo expected when every inquest is 
attended by a medical man who has studied medical jurisprudence ; so 
that we may hope to be able to fill in the abstract on the plan which 
I have now adopted, and which is in conformity with the views of my 
colleague Dr. D'Espine, and of our brethren generally on the continent. 

I submit also, as an appendix to this Report, an inquiry into the 
ages and strength of the population of the Great Powers. 

I beg to bring under your notice the cordial and the hospitable reception 
which the English received from the French minister, M. Rouher, from 
M. Rayer, from M. Villermd, and from other members of the French 
Commission. I have also to express my thanks especially to M. Legoyt, 
the talented secretary, for the assistance which he afforded mo in various 
ways. It is my duty also to acknowledge friendly services which I 
received from all my colleague.^.

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THE GREAT POWERS. 



(Supplement to the Report on the Proceedings of the 
Statistical Congress in Paris.) 



There are seven Great Powers in the world. 

England, France, Turkey, and Austria have existed as great powers 
for several centuries. Prussia, Russia, and the United States of America 
have entered this class within the last hundred years. 

Spain was a great power : she has still a large, and not unwarlike 
population, which has from various causes been left behind in the career 
of progress by the powers that were her rivals in the sixteenth, seventeenth, 
and eighteenth centuries. Her population is, however, nearly equal to 
the population of Prussia, which is the smallest of the seven powers, 
and indeed has been raised into its present position, less by intrinsic great- 
ness than by the military genius of its first kings and of its people. The 
power of Turkey has also declined. 

ISone of the seven powers have colonies or foreign tributary territories, 
except France, which has Algeria, approaching France itself in extent, 
with a few dependencies in A^ia, Africa, and America, — and Great 
Britain, whose colonies and dependencies are inhabited by, it is said, 
one hundred and sixty-two millions of people. 

Among the secondary States, Holland, Spain, Portugal, and Denmark 
have extensive colonial possessions. 

The Asiatic provinces of Russia, and the outlying states of America, 
stand in some respects in the same relations to the central powers of 
those two states as her colonies and tributary territories stand to England. 
They are not the elements but the results of power. 

The aggressive and defensive powers of states arc made up of many 
elements : the number of the men available for war is, next to the martial 
character of the people, one of the most important. 

The annexed table, compiled from the best accessible sources, shows the 
total population, and the number of males and females in each state. The 
ages of the m^es are given from enumeration only in Great Britain, in 
France, in the United States, and in Prussia. The ages of the male 
populations of Austria and of Russia are deduced from the ages at death, 
or from other collateral facts which are described in the notes, and may 
be considered approximations that cannot be far from the truth. In 
determining the proportion of the sexes, and their ages, in Turkey, we 
have no assistance from any official source, and have been left to analogy 
and conjecture. The sexes and ages have been assumed to be in the 
same proportions as in Kussia, which is the state to which Turkey, 
extending over the Danube, Asia Minor, Palestine, and Egypt, approxi- 
mates now the most closely. 



NiNETT-SEVEN in cvcry loo men in the Prussian armies of the present 
day are under forty years of age, and in England the proportions ai*e also 
ninety-seven in loo. 

In the two armies that are recruited and maintained on such different 
principles, the proportional numbers of the age of 20 to 40 differ very 
little from 88 in 100 ; nearly 9 in 10 of the men are of that age ; and 
with the navy, excluding the boys, the proportions of that age in the

Vhts effective armed forces of all naticiua are drawa almost exclusively 
from men of the athletic age 30-40 ; and it bocomea therefore important 
to ascertain the ^tock uf sucli men in each of the great states. 

Upon referring to the Table I. it will be observed that the seven 
states comprise 239 millions of people, or near a fourth part of the 
population of the earth. The men of the military ago (30-40), aro 
thtrt^-four millions Jive hundred anil three thoutand in number; and tbo 
numbers in each Statu range fi-om 3,535,891 in Prussia, to 9,127,414 in 
Bassia. 

Tho armies of France and Austria appear to amount to aboot 10 in 
too of tho population of the military age in their respeccivo states. 
England had not before the war, including the English forces in the 
East Indies, 4 in loci of the men of the military ago under arms in the 
anny and navy. 

With respect to the powers and confederates engaged in the present

Russia has apparently for some years eonteiuplated the seizure of the 
Turkish Erapii-e, and if her schemes .-hould bo successful, she would rule 
over 13,91 1,904 men of the military age, a tenth part of whom, i,39iti90 
would outnumber the tenth of tho men of that ago in England and 
France, and nearly equal the tenth of the men in England, France, and 
Austria (1,489,555). 

TiiK Increase of the Power of Esclasd, 

The population of England hoa increased threefold since 17.^1. and at 

such a rate that to every million men in 1751, there were ij uiilliona in 

idoi, and 3 millions in 1S51. In mere numbers tbe nation of i8jt ia 

equivalent to three of the Englands of 1751. 

The power of England has advanced more rapidly within (he last 
century than the power of any other State in Eurojie : and the greatness 
of her power at tho present time is concealed, racher than displayed, 
by the hiatoricfl of past wars. 

Dut it may be useful to show what the forces of England would now 
be it' they bore tlie same proportion to tlie men of the military age 
(30-40), OS tho forces in tlio last war bore to the men of the corrci^Qding 
age in iSii. 
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nS Recruits and Losses of Force. 

The power of England, it may be assumed, was tasked to the utmost in 
the war of 1803-15 ; and the force in the field and the expenditurei» 
attained their maximum in 1814. The census was taken in 181 t* and 
the force in that year may be taken to represent the military power which 
England wielded in that war. 

The number of men in the army, navy, and merchant service was 
640,500 ; and it is found from other returns that the military force was 
501,488 men, leaving of the above 139,012 men in the merchant service.* 
In the military returns to Parliament the officers and the foreign force in 
the army arc separately returned, but the foreign and colonial force in 
the navy has been estimated at 17,382 ;f and the officers of the army 
(15,424 in 1814, and about the same in 181 1), have been distributed pro- 
portionally over the several corps. 

The volunteers of infantry, artillery, and cavalry in 1803 amounted to 
474,627, but the volunteers of j8ii (yeomanry, &c.) are not included in 
the forces of 181 1 as above given. The army in India also included 
30,253 Europeans, which, added to 471,235, make the regular English 
force 501,488, besides the native troops in the service of the East India 
Company, amounting to 182,838 regular troops, and 24,579 irregular 
troops, exclusive of invalids and pensioners (5875). The military forces 
of England, including the Indian armies, amounted to 709,067. 

At the same time that England maintained these men on the seas, and 
in the field, she subsidized the continental armies, which in certain cases 
could only be moved by English gold. 

The column 2. in the table UI. shows the numbers and the com« 
position of the English forces in 181 1. The native forces were 17*2 
per cent, of the men of the age 20-40 ; the Foreign and Colonial forces 
rose the proportion to 19*5, or nearly i to every 5 men of that age ; i to 
every 36*5 of the population. 

The column 3. shows the forces that have been recently voted, which 
in the aggregate amount to 45 1,893, or to a number absolutely only one 
tenth part less than the military force of 181 1. 

The column 4. shows, however, how much, as compared with her 
poweTy the levy should be greater than it was in 181 1, before it bore the 
same proportion to the population and military power of the country. 

The column 5. shows what an enormous force England will still have 
in reserve after the levies of column 3. are raised. 

Recruits and Losses of the Military Force. 

After the numbers of the military force are filled up ; they are con- 
tinually reduced by : — 

(i.) Deaths from disease and from wounds. 

( 2.) The invaliding of men disabled by sickness and wounds. 

(3.) The expiration of terms of service, where the service term is 

limited. 

(4.) By desertion and losses, or the capture of prisoners by the 

enemy. 

We have returns of the losses of the regular army in 1803-14, under 

three heads ; and find that in the six last years of the war, including the 

Peninsular campaign, 12,356 died, 3,61 8 were invalided, and 4579 deserted 

♦ 100,000 of the seamen in the merchant servnee were, it is said, foreigners. Censos 
Enumeration 1811. 

•f It i« known that there were foreigners in the navy ; and it has been assumed, in the 
absence of data, that the proportions were the same as in the army. 
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aunuftllj, out of a mean force of 173,158.* So that the annual loss from 
these causes, which 1 presume include the four classes of causes above 
specified, amounts to nearly 12 |>er cent. (11 * 188) on the mean force. 

And the regular army of 230,620 men now voted, if the losses were in 
the above ratio, would require 27,674 recruits annually. To sustain a 
regular army of 435,56: men and officers, 52,267 recruits would be re- 
quired annually. 

The loss of the navy by disease and wounds was at the rate of 4 men 
annually out of 100 living in the three years 1810-12; of whom 3 '30 
died on board, one half by disease, and one half by wounds ; and about 
o'7 died in hospitals. Of 70,000 seamen at the above rates, 2,800 
would die annually. 

If a force is kept stationary in numbers, the number of recruits depends 
upon the magnitude of the force, and on the rate of its losses. 

The mortality of the whole British army was at the rate of 7*16 per 
cent, in the six years 1808-14 ; and the annual mortality of the troops in 
the Peninsular campaigns was 16 per cent, among privates, 10 per cent, 
among officers. Of the above, about 12 in 100 privates, 4 in 100 officers, 
died annually of disease ; leaving 4 privates, 6 officers out of the same 
numbers, killed in battle, or dying of wounds. Of the men 22^ in a 100 
were constantly on the sick list. 

The mortality in the general population of England, at the military 
age, notwithstanding the innumerable and evident defects in the sanatory 
arrangements of the towns, and the low living of considerable numbers, 
is less than i per cent, per annum. 

The causes of the high mortality of the army can be exactly ascertained 
by investigation ; and arrangements could be made for supplying all that 
is necessary to preserve tiieir health, except in times of disastrous defeat. 
The amount of desertion and invaliding would at the same time be 

diminishedf* 

Under the system of limited terms of service, the number of men who 
leave every year will be increased j: ; but this result may be greatly 
counteracted by increasing the good-service pay after 7 years ; and again 
after 14 years service, thus retaiuing the services of the best men until 
they are 45 years of age.

The military and naval forces, exclusive of the force of 30,253 in the 
East Indies, were 471,235 ; so that each man was kept in the service at 
the rate of nearly 112/. a year in the currency of that year.

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The number of men in the navy was 136,778 ; the supply for the navy 
was 19,202,679/. ; or the sum expended per man was 140*39/. 

Including the whole of the ordnance supply and force, the vote on tlie 
army of 334,457 ™^^ (exclusive of India) was at the rate of 100 '63/. 
per roan. 

To obtain the true proportions, the army expenditure should be de- 
creased, the navy expenditure increased, by a certain portion of the 
ordnance supply. 

The supply of 46,558,462/1 voted in 181 1 was inadequate; for the 
expenditure on the army, navy, and ordnance was stated in the subse- 
quent accounts to be 52,859,025/,, and on the average of the three years 
i8io-i2, it was 52,447,779/. Using this sum, and reducing the value in 
depreciated currency to its value in gold (45,385,000/.)* the annual ex- 
penditure on each man in the army and navy was 96*311/. ; and the 
expenditure in the navy per man was, to that in the army, in the propor- 
tion of about 3 to 2. 

The accounts were involved in technical obscurity, ; the checks and 
counter-checks grew also so numerous that there was at last no effectual 
audit, and the check of statistical arrangement was absent ; but if we 
consider the additional expenses of steam power and of mechanical 
agencies, and of necessary improvements in the treatment of the soldier 
and of the sailor, it will not be safe to assume, that when a large propor- 
tion of the military force of the country is engaged in actual warfare, the 
actual annual expenditure will be less than 100/. per man.f The army 
and navy in war will require an expenditure at the rate of ten nullian 
pounds a year on every 100,000 officers and men. A small proportion only 
of this sum is expended in pay. 

The true policy in the conduct of the war is then to engage the best 
officers and men that can be obtained, at any rate of pay that may be 
necessary ; and to employ no more of these efficient men than the circum- 
stances require. 

The glory as well as the interests of England will thus be most 
effectually sustained. 



Debts op the Seven Great Powers. 

The annual produce of the United Kingdom is about four hundred 
million pounds, and the value of the property by which it is produced is 
about teni housand million pounds.^ 

The property of the country has since the last war increased more 
rapidly than the population, and while the debts of several of the other 
great states have increased the debt of England has been reduced. 

Austria has nearly doubled her debt witliin the last 5 years ; and is 
financially disabled. With half the income she has an army equal in 
numbers to the army of France.

t The expenditure in 185 1, under the head of army, navy, and ordnance supplies, was 
14,873,838/. on the force of the country, which was exclusive of 29,096 men in the East 
Indies, 149,677 men ; or 99*378/. per man.
